“Shorten 
the hunting season five days and restrict shooting hours.” 
“Birds are getting scarce—we must save them!” 

Hunters and conservationists across the nation discuss 
these problems year after year. And unless some catas- 
trophe occurs—such as a blizzard which kills most of the 
game birds—most sportsmen will not look much farther 
ahead than the next hunting season. When the subject of 
conservation comes up, the hunting regulations seem to 
be the all-important thing. Sportsmen are convinced that 
their guns determine the increase or decrease of bird 
populations. Second might be the foxes and those other 
predators that supposedly are taking all the birds. 

Do you hunters want to know how important you are 
in affecting the ups and downs of some of our game 
species? Let’s look at a few facts about the pheasant for 
an example. For several years North Dakota has gath- 
ered mass data from nesting studies, roadside surveys, 
hunter kill records, winter mortality investigations, and 
other sources to find out how pheasants live and die. 

Graphically the picture looks like this—with the circle 
representing total eggs laid. (See Circle graph, right) 

Half of all eggs laid will never hatch! Half of all young 
birds that do come out of the eggs will be dead before 
fall. Winter will add its toll to the natural mortality— 
roughly 5 to 10 per cent. The spring breeding stock must 
be maintained. The surplus in normal years the hunter 
can take. His share may be 5 to 10 per cent, approximately 
equal to the natural winter kill. Rather a small slice of 
the potential bird population, isn’t it? 

What happens to all the eggs and young birds? A com-

plete list of all the factors of mortality would make you 
wonder how any birds survived. Here are a few of the 
destroyers: adverse weather during critical hatching pe- 
riods; hail, rain, floods, drought, blizzards; plowing, seed- 
ing, mowing, and other agricultural operations; accidents 


from traffic, collision with wires, and numerous other > 
causes; bacterial, fungous and parasitic diseases; periodic 


food shortages; predators including the fox, coyote, skunk, 
badger,.mink, raccoon, dog, house cat, owl, hawk, eagle, 
crow and many more. 


‘ Look at this partial list of destructive agents and you 


will not be amazed at the results revealed by some of our 
nesting studies. During the past two years only 14 per cent 
of all pheasant nests under observation were successful! 
Fortunately the pheasant is a persistent renester so a 
larger percentage of hens finally brought out broods. 
Incidentally, these nesting studies were carried on in a 
part of the state where there are no red foxes. _ 

What is the biggest factor in egg losses? No, it’s not 
the predator! In most states agricultural operations ac-

count for the biggest loss—up to 75 per cent of all nests 
destroyed. Skunks, house cats, badgers and other preda- 
tors take a share. Early in the season when cover is 


sparse. the crow may be enemy number one. 


Most game managers agree that weather is the deter- 
mining factor of juvenile mortality. Favorable weather 
in May and June is one of the most vital factors affecting 
the survival of young upland game birds. Cold, wet hatch- 
ing periods usually result in fewer young birds in the 
hunters’ bags in the fall. Since the normal life span of

continues every day. If the surplus is to be harvested by 
the hunters, the sooner the season can be opened the 
more birds will be available for the gun. 

The nest period of high natural kill occurs during the 
winter months. Starvation is not the chief cause of winter 4 
loss as is popularly believed. In fact, starvation is a rarity ; 
even in the northern states during years of heavy snow- — : 
fall. Where winters are severe the availability of adequate © 
cover during blizzards is the limiting factor. On the prai-_ 
ries where all the low growing vegetation becomes cov- — 
ered with snow the woodlots and brushy growths remain 
the only choice. Grouse will burrow into the snow for — 
protection but pheasants remain on the surface and suf-_ 
focate from wind-driven snow if not near shelter. Winter | 
losses normally are not heavy but a series of blizzards — 
may seriously deplete an area of its pheasant brood stock. — 

Add up the losses of eggs, juveniles, and adult birds 
through the year and we don’t have much of the potential 
population left. Subtract the birds needed for the spring 
breeding season and the remainder may be harvested. 
This small surplus—the 5 to 10 per cent—has been receiv- 
ing the biggest part of our attention during past years. 

We know that hunting restrictions alone cannot bring 
back the birds—merely protect what we have. In the face 
of constantly diminishing bird populations we must turn 
our attention from that small 5 or 10 per cent the hufiter 
takes to 75 per cent killed otherwise. We should be trying 
to reduce “egg nfortality” and “juvenile mortality.” Sports- 
men and game managers must realize how even a very 
slight reduction in these fields of mortality will result in 
a tremendous increase in birds available to hunters in 
the fall. For example in a brood of 12 pheasants, if 3 
individuals could be made to survive instead of 2, there 
could be a doubled population in two years. 

We have too much time and money recorded on the 
wrong side of the balance sheet. We must do more work 
to increase the percentages of eggs hatched and of young 
that survive at the same time that we are trying to regu- 
late the shootable surpluses. Otherwise we are going to 
find no surplus to regulate some of these years. 

Egg mortality, the largest item of loss, should receive 
first consideration. Improvement of nesting facilities of- 
fers one of the greatest possibilities for increased bird 
populations. Successful nesting is largely a matter of un- — 
disturbed cover. Uncontrolled burning and “clean farm- | 
ing” are enemies of the birds. Unused fence rows, corners © 
protected from grazing, road sides, woodlots, and similar © 
places should be suitable for nesting. Hundreds of small — 
places will be more productive than one or two large © 
areas in a community. 

Man is directly and indirectly responsible for the great- 
est losses in eggs. Agricultural operations destroy most 
of them each nesting season in the habitat that is left for 
game birds. Through the years agriculture and other in- 
dustries have taken away most of the suitable environ- 
ment. Some years nature gives the birds a break by pro- 
viding extra nesting cover. Again economic conditions 
may counteract nature’s helpfulness. Here is an illustra- 
tion. During the five recent years when grain prices were 
high, 7,000,000 additional acres went under the plow in — 
North Dakota alone. That’s taking a lot of cover.from the © 
pheasants. Imagine what the loss to upland game birds 
and water fowl has been on a national scale during the 
same years. 

Survival of the young birds is affected mostly by the 
weather. You may say that we cannot control the weather — 
so nothing can be done about this loss. Remember, though, 
that good cover is a protection against the elements any 
season of the year. Poor survival rates may occur resend Ree 
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less of cover if rain and cold weather persist during the 
hatching season. But when favorable years do come will 
you have sufficient winter and nesting cover to provide 
for the inérease in birds? A population is definitely lim- 
ited by either the winter cover or the nesting cover— 
whichever is the poorer. Nature will kill off the excess 
birds by one means or another when the carrying ca- 
pacity of an area is reached—regardless of weather, pred- 
ator control, or hunting restrictions. 

Winter mortality may not be high in normal years even 
in the northern states. But the shelter provided must be 
sufficient for the unusually severe winters that do come. 
Trees alone do not guarantee adequate protection. They 
must be planted so that snow will not fill the grove com- 
pletely. In the case of so many of the shelterbelts planted 
by the U.S. Forest Service in the plains states in past 
‘years the snow has drifted throughout the narrow belt, 
leaving little or no shelter for the birds. 

The problem of the predator undoubtedly has come to 
your mind before this. Conservation and restoration 
through control of natural enemies has always been a 
popular subject. Volumes could be written on the role 
of the predator in game management, the success or fail- 
‘ure of the expensive bounty system for control of preda- 
tors, and related subjects. The point to be made here is 
that an all out program to destroy all enemies that prey 
upon your favorite game birds is not only undesirable 
but may be indirectly harmful to the very species you 
are trying to protect. A program of local control is some- 
times necessary and effective but should be carefully 
investigated before being carried out. 

A prolific predator like the crow may be persecuted 
for years on a state-wide and national scale without much 
possibility of decreasing the total population noticeably. 
Likewise the coyote. is well able to take care of the per- 
petuation of his race. But many of our larger birds and 
animals definitely should not be exterminated. The hunter 
must consider values to people other than himself. Bal- 
ance the harmful habits of some of the condemned species 
—yes, even the Red fox—against benefits to agriculture, 
trappers and other persons, and the result may not be 
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Upland game profits from food, protec- 
tion and nesting cover.

too one-sided. But that is hard for some sportsmen to 
understand or accept. . 

A more dangerous accompaniment of an extensive 
predator control program in a community is the feeling 
among the sportsmen that their job is done if a few hawks 
and coyotes have been killed or if a bounty law has been 
passed. The result is the postponement of the only pro- 
gram that will permanently benefit their game birds— 
a “back to the land” program of habitat restoration. 

Game technicians admit that they have no cure-all for 
the shortage of game birds and animals. Experimentally 
and by public demand they have tried artificial propaga= 
tion and restocking, refuge programs, closed seasons, 
bounty systems for predator control—and all have been 
found wanting. They have offered the paths of least re- 
sistance or satisfied the demands of the sportsmen in the 
past. Gos 
Now the state conservation departments are working 
toward a basically sound program—preserving areas of 
suitable environment for wildlife and restoring in as far 
as is practicable a portion of the hundreds of millions 
of acres of habitat destroyed in recent years. No one state 
or national agency can do the job alone. It will require 
the cooperation of the State Conservation Departments, 
the Soil Conservation Service, the U. S. Forest Service 
and all existing organizations that are working with the 
landowners for soil and watér conservation. Increased 
wildlife populations will accompany better farming prac- 
tices and’ a wiser use of our nation’s soil and water 
resources. 

What can you sportsmen contribute? First get the facts 
on wildlife problems. See who or what is killing your 
game birds and animals. Then back financially, politically 
and morally every program that will restore natural food 
and cover for wildlife. It’s going to be a slow job with no 
spectacular, immediate results. But look back ten; twenty 
or thirty years—compare your favorite hunting spots of 
that time with their present conditions. Then. look ahead 
as many years—and try to imagine what they will be like 
if we don’t get busy on a fundamental habitat-restoration 
program. THE END

Hand Signals for 
Blind Retrieves 


By James L. Free

It looks like black magic when you first 
see a retriever directed by quiet hand 
signals, at fabulous distances, to a fall 
he hasn’t seen. Yet it is easy for the 
greenest amateur to teach a good dog to 
handle perfectly on blind retrieves. 

He only needs to learn to stop instantly 
on one whistle blast and look to you for 
a direction; then to GET BACK, or go 
RIGHT or LEFT on your hand signals. 
In his obedience training he has already  . - . 
learned to come in on two or more whis- 
tle blasts. Thus, when he is out in the 
field you can move him at will in any 
direction, to a point just downwind of 
the fall. 

But don’t teach this post-graduate stuff 
too soon. Wait until the dog is two years 
old, or until he has had a full season of 
hunting experience, and has fully de- 
veloped his ability to mark and remem- 
ber falls he has seen. Then there will be 
little danger of his becoming too depend-. 
ent on your help, and asking you for 
J directions to marked birds he should re- 
member for himself. = 
;, My method of teaching hand signals 
4 is very simple, but I always had difficulty 
: explaining it until. I hit on this baseball 
diamond gag. (See illustrations.) 

To begin, use a yard with no cover. 
Start at an imaginary home plate. Walk 
out toward second base, with the dog at 
heel. As you cross the pitcher’s mound, 
suddenly command “Sit,” and immediate- 
ly blow one sharp blast on your whistle. 
The dog will begin learning to stop for a 
direction on one blast of the whistle. 

' Now toss a training dummy toward 
second base, to fall not more than 15 or 20 
feet from the dog, where he can see it 
plainly. Leaving the dog on the mound, 
you return to home plate.

Return 
to home plate. 


Then call his NAME, and throw your 
right arm straight to the right, from the 
shoulder. Keep at this until the dog will 
go straight right to the dummy, just on 
the arm signal, and you can stop calling 
his name. Gradually increase the length 
of the falls, until they are far out in right 
field. 


To teach the arm signal to the LEFT, 
simply reverse this process, tossing the 
dummy toward third base instead of first. 
Use your left arm to send the dog LEFT. 

After he is doing nicely on all three 
signals, move to a field with sufficient 
cover to hide the dummy. Here the dog 
will have only his memory and marking 
ability to help him respond to the hand 
signals. Start all over, with very short 
falls. Give him RIGHTS, and LEFTS, 
and GET BACKS. Mix them up as long 
as he is doing them perfectly. But if he 
becomes confused, concentrate on one at 
a ume for awhile. Continue this practice 
until he is hitting them all right on the 
button, in cover, at distances up to 100 
yards. 

Then comes the big moment when you 
remove the marking aid, and try a real 
blind retrieve. Place the dog where he 
can’t see you as you sneak out and drop 
the dummy at second base. Then walk 
the dog out and have him SIT as usual 
at the pitcher’s mound. Return to home 
plate. Suddenly give him the overhead 
arm signal, and yell “GET BACK” with 
great enthusiasm. 

If your preliminary work has been 
well done, he should suddenly remember

dummy right on ihe nose. If he “eae 
it simply means you are rushing things 
too fast, and you should give him another 
session or two with the marking aid. 
But the minute he obeys a hand signal, 
without seeing anything fall, the job is 


90% done. From then on, you simply 


give him occasional practice at blind re- 
trieves. Mix them up, both on length and 
direction. As soon as he is doing them 
faultlessly on the old familiar “baseball 
diamond,” move to fresh ground, and 
eventually to heavier cover. And then, 
finally, to water. 

As you practice the blind retrieves, 
keep increasing the distance between you 
and the dog, until you have as much as 
100 yards between home plate and the 
pitcher’s mound. The ultimate objective 
is to have him stop instantly on the whis- 
tle, as far away as he can hear it—and 
to take a hand signal from you from just 
as far as he can see you. 

In all his preliminary training, you’ve 
been giving the dog a line, with a gesture

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of your hand, to every marked retrieve. © 


So it should now be easy to start him 
from your side, for a blind retrieve. Plant 
the dummy at second base. This time, 
you stay beside him on the pitcher’s 
mound. Speak his NAME to send him, 
and give him the line. He should romp 
right out the well beaten path to second, 
and get the dummy. 

Now you can start him from beside 
you on all blind retrieves. 
swerves off the line, stop him with the 
whistle. Direct him with hand signals 
to a point just downwind of the fall. 

In all of your practice, make sure he 
finds the dummy exactly where you 
direct him. Never double cross him. Never 
let him quit before he finds it. You'll be 
amazed how quickly he learns to believe 
what pappy tells him.

Shredded 
wheat and cottage cheese or horse meat 
and whole wheat bread, equal parts, are 
good combinations. One prominent east- 
ern veterinarian has suggested that-the 
addition of whole milk to dry dog food 
_ provides a nearly complete ration. 
However, there are quite a few bal- 
anced prepared foods that only require 
the addition of water. For assistance in 
working out a suitable ration for differ- 
ent situations or advice on nutritive re- 
quirements, consult your veterinarian. 
Ask him about the prepared foods for 
dogs, especially those that carry the seal 
- of approval. 
The manufacturers of prepared dog 
_ foods are conscientiously striving to pro- 
vide products that are completely bal- 
_ anced in every detail. 
_ Here’s an important tip that will dee 
- light. your dog and keep his mouth 
"healthy. If possible, obtain big knuckle 
: bones (soup bones) and give your dog a 
treat several times each week! Big bones 
furnish cartilage or gristle not present in 
_ lean meat, besides supplying an abrasive 
_ that aids in removing tartar on the teeth. 
Without bones, most dogs over five years 
old need an occasional dental cleaning. 
a Exceptional cases require exercise on big 
- bones to keep the lower jaw from lock- 
ing. 
Veterinarians are frequnetly asked 
_ about what to do for tender feet or bruis- 
_ing of the foot-pads. Generally, a healthy 
dog requires very little attention to the 
feet if allowed to run. Usually, tender feet 
- are the result of confinement or lack of 
exercise and some cases do need treat- 
ment to toughen up the horny pads. Most 
oo prescribe an astringent so- 
es _ lution to be applied daily. Your veteri- 
_ narian may have some particularly good 
_ advice on this subject, so let him handle 
the problem for you. 
— Jt is always good insurance, whether 
you are dealing with your automobile or 
your dog, to have a regular check-up. 
This should include a complete physical 
_ examination. During the warm months, 
check for ticks especially in and around 
the ears or between the toes. Fleas and 
lice should also be eliminated. Not only 
: are they irritating but also act as con- 
- veyors of various infections and other 
_ parasites. The flea is an intermediate host 
_ of one of the dog tapeworms. The latter 
are more difficult to eliminate from the 
- bowel. By getting rid of the fleas you 
have also eradicated a troublesome in- 
_ ternal parasites Good care and common 
sense handling will make a healthier dog 
who will learn to flush, point or retrieve 
quicker and better.

But the developmen: of 
a little trap to hold pigeons makes this 
routine much easier. The trap has two 
wings which gently hold a pigeon until 
it is sprung by pulling a cord. The fact 
that the bird is held by a trap doesn’t 
affect the dog’s scenting and pointing. 

Using pigeons as outlined in this series 
of pictures on the training grounds of 
Jim Hogan, Dundee, IIl., gives any point- 
ing dog as many chances to rehearse its 
training in quartering the ground, re- 
sponding to the whistle, pointing and 
(most important) steadiness to shot and 
flush as the trainer desires without a 
heavy expenditure in game farm pheas- 
ants. 

And the trap works so easily that it’s 
quite possible for any dog owner. who 
is training his own dog to handle it, 
pull the cord releasing a pigeon and 
then shoot the bird if he has no friend 
to help him. However, if possible the 
amateur trainer will find it worth while 
to have a friend release the bird and 
shoot it for the dog in training, so 
owner-trainer can give all his attention 
to handling the eager young dog, It 
takes a bit of handling to teach steadi- 
ness to a very eager pup. 

The pointer pictured above was photo- 
graphed when it was pointing a pigeon. 

This trap and pigeon method is com- 
mended to amateur trainers who have 
time to devote enough hours each week 
to the training of their gun dogs. It’s an 
inexpensive and practical system.

nals. Introducing a 
young dog to the gun 
is an important angle 
of training if one ex- 
pects to end up witha 
reliable spaniel which 
: will find and flush 
Paarles Goodall game birds and re- 
’ trieve. It’s so-easy to 
make a young dog like the sound of a 
' gun that there is no excuse for gun-shy- 
ness in a normal puppy. If you have 
_*never seen a gun-shy dog, visit the ken- 
nel of a professional trainer and usually 
_ you can find one or two specimens. 
__ If the gun-shy case is really a bad one, 
any sound that simulates the noise made 
by a gun will send the dog cringing and 
yelping into his kennel and no amount of 
coaxing will get him out. And any ob- 
_ ject such as a broom or mop that resem- 
ples a gun may produce the same reaction. 
me A gun- -shy dog is a sorry individual 
~ and in the great majority of cases has 
been made that way by the thoughtless- 
ness or stupidity of some human. There 
are, perhaps, a few highly nervous, shy, 
neurotic puppies that never will like a 
gun, but they usually are easily spotted 
and would possibly never make good gun 
dogs anyway because of their tempera- 
ment and disposition. 
a Even though it is possible to correct the 
- fault of gun-shyness in some cases, it 
must be realized that it is no easy task 
and that it requires much time, patience, 
hard work and money. Therefore, any 
system that makes it possible to train a 
4 puppy in such a manner that he not only 
has no fear of the gun but actually likes 
4d it and understands its meaning must be a 
good one and worthy of consideration. 

_ There are a number of ways to intro- 
_ duce a young dog to the gun, most of 
= which work successfully in that they will 
not generate fear of the noise or shape of 
_ the gun. For instance, discharging a cap 
pistol several times each day as the dog 
is fed and gradually working up to a .22 
~ caliber and larger weapons will usually 
- condition him so that he will have no 
fear of gunfire. 
I have used this method and know that 
- it works as well as some other systems. 
However, conditioning a dog’s reflexes in 
this manner merely makes him tolerate 
the noise or ignore it. 
The training methods outlined by 
Moecher teach the dog the real meaning 
of the gun at a very young age and helps 
develop a real liking for it, a highly de- 
sirable trait usually seen only in older 
dogs that have had much game killed 
over them. 

The sequence of events leading up to 
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; are Phas ee ee puppy to the gun 


should start when he is some six to eight 
weeks old and after enough simple yard 
training to make him fairly obedient. 
Perhaps he has been retrieving sticks or 
a corn cob and other objects tossed in the 
grass. If such is the case, a retrieving 
dummy should be made and the dog en- 


couraged to retrieve it when it is thrown - 


from him. One rather useful type dummy 
can be made by rounding off the edges of 
a piece of 2x4 lumber. Pheasant, quail, 
pigeon or even chicken wings, with feath- 
ers still intact, can be attached to the 
dummy with rubbér bands. The dog is 
then encouraged to retrieve and deliver 
to hand this object when it is thrown 
within his vicinity. 

After a day or two when his interest is 
thoroughly aroused, fire a cap pistol every 
time you throw the dummy for him to 
retrieve. After 15 or 20 lessons he should 
learn to associate the sound of the cap 
pistol with the falling object. It is then 
that he has learned the basic lesson of 
the gun and that there is something to 
retrieve every time the gun is fired. 

You will be amazed to see a dog after 
these lessons. Probably he will race 
around the kennel or yard looking for 
some object to retrieve if he hears an 


You can almost hear this spaniel muttering, 
“Hey, where’s everybody? I see some ducks 


coming up behind the blind.” American 
sportsmen are finding the springer an ideal, 
all-around rough shooting dog. It will re- 
trieve both on land and from the water. This

automobile backfire. Any sound similar 
to that made by a gun will cause him to 
look around in all directions for an ob- 
ject to go get. 

Eventually a .22 rifle or pistol can be 
substituted for the cap pistol and then a 
.38 caliber pistol or a .410 shotgun until 
the dog is accustomed to the noise made 
by the larger guns. 

The final steps with the gun consists of 
taking some pigeons or guinea hens to a 
patch of cover and planting them for the 
dog to find. When he finds and chases 
the birds, they should be shot for him. 
And if you have done early work care- 
fully he will not show any fear of the 
gun and will retrieve the birds you shoot. 
You want to repeat this field work and 
shooting of birds several times each day 
for a week or so. 

Teaching a puppy to accept direction 
and take hand signals should be done 
when he is fairly well along with his re- 
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trieving to the cap pistol. Once he gets 
the idea of the thrown dummy and is 
eager to find it and make a retrieve in i 
fairly open country, the retrieves should — 
be made progressively more difficult by 
moving to higher grass and cover for 
each lesson. But remember, it is wise not 
to make the retrieves too difficult at first. 
Occasionally a young dog will miss the 
mark and not find thé dummy. When this 
happens, do not walk out to the fall but 
remain in the position from which you 
threw the dummy and once you get the 
puppy’s attention wave your hand (en- 
tire arm) slowly in the direction he must 
go to find the dummy. He willsoonlearn 
that a hand motion to right or left is — 
meant to direct him to the hidden object = ey 
he’s expected to find. 

No matter what system or traindies re 
methods you follow to introduce your dot 
to the gun, there are several important 
things that never should be done unless _ 
you are prepared to pay the penalty of Ny 
having a gun-shy dog. Some of the im- 
portant DON'TS are: 

1—Don’t ever take your puppy ton a : 
skeet or trap shooting club. Even if the 
shooting does not drive him crazy or _ 
make him gun-shy, it will tend to make 
him ignore the gun. 

2—Don’t try your new puppy with a 
gauge gun to see if he’s gun-shy. Hem 
get that way after he hears the first shot = 
or two. Gun-shyness is an acquired 
fault—and this is a quick way for him to 
acquire it. Wiss s 

3—Don’t lee your puppy in an open 
kennel or running loose on the 4th of 
July. A curious puppy who investigates 
a carelessly thrown firecracker is almost — 
a sure candidate for the gun- -shy aes 
if the firecracker goes off in his face. — 

4—Don’t start your automobile with i 
the puppy asleep under the car. A back- 
fire or noise of a racing motor can rata) . 
him. 

5—Don’t progress from the cap pistol to. 
the 12 gauge gun after one day or even a 
week of training. Do it gradually, 


Ticks—A Real Problem

The ‘Right’ Rifle. 
For Deer Hunting

More Americans hunt deer each fall than 
So, for the 
beginner at least, a careful selection of the 
_proper deer rifle is in order. 

Deer are nervous, high strung animals, 
and while they will go down and stay 
down from a well placed hit when not dis- 
turbed, they will also carry on for miles 


with fearful wounds if that first shot is 


not placed in the vitals. In weight deer 
range from less than 100 pounds for the 
small, west coast blacktail and Alaskan 


_ Sitka deer to the big mule buck that often 


goes from 300 to 400 pounds. The big 
northern whitetail will sometimes run as 
heavy. 

Regardless of the claims of some of my 
eontemporaries, you can forget the little 
.22 and .25 caliber vermin cartridge as 
deer rifles. They are mostly deer wound- 
ers. The smallest cartridge that should 
regularly be used on deer is the 6.5 MM 


_ Mannlicher, with 160 grain bullet, or the 


old .256 Newton. Remember, more deer 
meat is wasted each fall by using too 
small a rifle than was ever wasted by 
It’s far better to 


adequate cartridge than to wound and 
lose a whole deer with an inadequate load. 

With the exception of the big mule deer 
in the mountains of the West and the oc- 
casional whitetail across a lake or meadow 
or the mountains of the East, deer shoot- 
ing today is largely close range timber 
work. So select a rifle and cartridge that 
is best suited to the type of terrain you 
will hunt. You will also usually do better 
work with a rifle and action that you like 
best and have confidence in. 

For timber deer shooting, at close to 
moderate ranges, any type of action that 
suits your fancy will do nicely. Pump, 
auto loading, lever or bolt action or even 
an old single shot will all deliver the 
venison. For long range, open country 
work the modern high velocity bolt ac- 
tion, with a 4-power scope, is by all odds 
the best bet. 

First, let us cover the timber rifles. The 
best deer cartridges for such use all carry 


-heavy bullets for their caliber at moderate 


* velocities that will not blow up on a little 


brush or twigs. Always use heavy, soft 
point bullets with plenty lead exposure or 
hollow points with a good blunt crater in 
the nose for such work. All spitzer bul- 
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lets tend to glance too much for timber 
work, with round or flat nose bullets al- 
ways to be preferred for such shooting. 
For those who prefer a bolt action, there 
is the excellent little Mannlicher Schoe- 


nauer in 6.5,8 MM and9MM, the 7 MM 


Mauser, with 175 grain, the .30-30 Savage 
carbine, the .30-40 Krag with 220 grain, 


the various .30-06’s with 220 grain, the ' 


.303 British with 215 grain, the 8 M M 
Mauser with 236 grain and a great many 
other fine cartridges. In auto loading 
persuasion, we have the Remington 
Model 81 in 300 Savage with 180 grain 
and the time-tried and to be preferred 
35 Remington with 200 grain bullet, and 
also the Winchester .401 auto loader with 
200 grain slug. 

In pump action there is the Remington 
Model 141 in .35 caliber with 200 grain 
bullet, an exceptionally good and effective 
timber deer rifle. 

While the Remington auto Model 81 and 
the pump Model 141 can both be had in 
.30 and .32 caliber, the 35 Remington is 
a much more reliable load and should 
always be selected in preference to the 
two smaller loads. 

In lever actions, we have a multitude of 
good calibers and rifles, all entirely suit- 
able for timber deer shooting. In 30-30 
and .32 special calibers, there is the 
Marlin, Winchester and Savage rifles in 
either carbine or rifle form to choose 
from. These calibers are perfectly ad- 
equate for all deer shooting at close to 
very moderate ranges if the 170 grain 
slug is used and planted where it belongs 
in the forward half of the deer. Even 
better loads are the .300 Savage 180 grain 
and the 30-40 Krag 220 grain obtainable 
in the 99 Savage and the Winchester 
Model °95 rifles. The old Savage .303 
with 190 grain slug is still a mighty good

from the .30-40-220 grain and .303 British 
215 grain up through the .30-06-220, 35 
W.C.F. 250 grain to the .405 with 300 grain 
slug. True, the latter is unnecessarily 
powerful but it will not waste as much 
meat as a .270 or .300 Magnum load and 
is very certain with any central body hit 
on any deer. I have killed many deer > 
with these rifles and loads. 

Going back to the ’86 Winchester. It’s 
a deer gun in all its old black powder: 
loadings, from the .38-56 upwards to the 
.50-100-450. The older cartridges are to-. 
day very hard to obtain and Winchester 
will rebarrel the old rifles to .33 W.C.F., a 
very good deer load, and this is advisable 
in most cases. Also custom makers like 
Pfeifer Rifle Corp., will rebarrel them to 
45-70. The old featherweight .45-70 Model 
’86 with 22 to 24” nickel steel barrel and 
solid frame with shotgun butt stock, has 
been my favorite timber deer rifle for 
a great many years, in lever action per= 
suasion, and, only a fine hammerless 
double rifle beats it. When fitted with 
gold or ivory bead front and*a Lyman or 
Redfield receiver sight and the 405 grain 
soft point speeded up to 1800 to 2000 feet, 
there is nothing better obtainable in a 
lever action today for certain results on 
any American game at timber ranges. The 
rifle is light, perfectly balanced, and with 
the above loads will wade through an un- 
believable amount of brush and venison 
as well. Even with the low velocity, 
1300-foot second factory soft point 405 
grain load, it is very reliable but bullets 
do not expand much at that velocity. 

Fine double barreled, hammerless rifles 
for any of the above cartridges and par- 
ticularly for cartridges like the .303 
British, .35 and .405 Winchester or .45-70, 
are about the nicest possible timber rifle 
for deer shooting, but are usually beyond 
the reach of most shooters because of 
their very high cost. Occasionally one 
can be had within the limits of your purse 
in good used condition and you then have 
a prize for timber hunting. They balance 
perfectly and are faster for the two shots 
than any other arm except the auto loader. 
Many times when shooting at game, if the 
first shot misses feeding or undisturbed 
deer, the animal will stop and stand per- 
fectly still trying to locate the source of 
danger. Then if one must crank a bolt, 
lever or trombone action the deer locates 
the hunter and is away in a flash, while 
with the double or auto a second shot 
can be fired without any noise to give the 
game your location. 

For timber deer shooting, if you have 
good eyesight, good open sights are as fast 
as anything and accurate for all timber 
game shooting. Such open sights shotld

_ rear sight. The old high horned “Buck- 
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horn” open sight is a nuisance on any rifle -

The aperture receiver sight, of the Lyman 
or Redfield type, is excellent when used 
with a large rear aperture that’s never 
smaller than these sights with the target 
disc removed or say about one tenth inch. 
Tang sights will do on rifles of moderate

good open sight on fast moving game at 
close range, such as deer are often jumped 
in dense timber. Certainly it does not 
permit as clear an overall picture of the 
animal at close range as does the open 
sight. At any but the shortest ranges, 
however, it is more accurate. 

No man can shoot any better than he 


ean see and the wide-field hunting scope 


gives the most perfect sight picture of all 
on timber rifles, but at the expense of a 
more cumbersome, harder to carry 
weapon and one that will have to be kept 
dry or at least the scope lenses kept dry 
in inclement weather. A good 2% to 3 
power hunting scope mounted down low 
on the rifle will tell you exactly what you 
are shooting at and is also amply fast for 
running shooting, particularly at game 
going away from the hunter. For the 
hunter with poor eyesight it is a necessity. 
The scope-sighted rifle will be heavier 
to carry, but will give the clearest sight 


_ picture of all types. 


Next, let us look at the rifles best suited 
for long range work. In most of the 
Western mule deer country and also in 
many sections of the East, long shots can 
be had and often are all that is offered. 
Then, too, the eastern whitetail hunter 
will often see a buck in some old meadow 
or orchard or across some lake and need a 
rifle that will really reach out and with 
superb accuracy. While the various pump, 
lever, auto loader and double rifles are the 


faster for timber shooting, the modern 
bolt action, with moderate weight spitzer

In factory 
made rifles, the modern Remington 721 
and the Winchester 70 models, as well as 
fine custom Mausers for the .270 Win- 
chester, .30--06-150 to 180 grain and the 
.300 Magnum with 180 grain, are the best 
tools. In eustom loads the best I have 
used is the .285 O.K.H. with 180 grain but 
there are a multitude of fine custom long 
range loads, such as the .275 H & H, .276 
Dubiel, .276 Carlson, .280 Dubiel and many 
more I could name. Such rifles are best 
fitted with long, 26” barrels and 4 X 
scopes such as the Weaver K-4, the 
Lyman Challenger, the Unertl Hawk and 
similar fine scopes in low mounts. Such 
rifles and cartridges when fired from 
conifortable prone or sitting positions 
with gun sling and 4 X scope are per- 
fectly capable of hitting the vitals of deer 
and killing them to 300 yards with the 
.30-06 loads and to 350 yards for the .270

Arms Notes 


Danger Zone of Various Calibers 

The lowly .22 L.R. is dangerous to a full 
mile, and most heavy sixgun calibers will 
carry just as far or farther from powerful 
long barrel guns. The 150 grain Service 
30-06 load has a maximum ran¢e of 
around 3300 yards and the same cartridge 
loaded with the 173 grain boattail has a 
maximum range of 5800 yards. These 
latter ranges are obtained by firing at 
about a 30 degree angle. The .300 Mag- 
num with 180 grain boattail would, no 
doubt, carry to 6500 yards at the same 
angle. 

I once witnessed a lad tipping a Spring- 
field up at about a 20 degree angle and 
firing at a bunch of antelope over a mile 
away on the flat. He was trying to scare 
them and did just that, as the band 
jumped into a hard run, but one animal 
ran in a circle and piled up, drilled by 
that 150 grain slug. So be careful when 
you shoot and know you have a safe 
background. Never shoot at anything you 
do not want to kill. 


Reversing Bullets in Service Ammunition 

I have recently had folks write in and 
advise the use of Service bullets that 
were pulled and simply turned around in 
the 30-06 case and reseated. This is a 
dangerous procedure. If the rifle is new, 
there can be no proper bullet seat for a 
slug that is seated base first in the case 
and when the bolt is closed the slug is 
seated even deeper in the cartridge case. 
If the gun has plenty of neck clearance, 
the case will expand on firing and allow 
a considerable amount of the gas to push 
past the bullet before the same is thrown 
forward and seals the throat. Owing to 
the fact the long point is turned back in 
the case the gas acts as a wedge all 
around the bullet point and will gas cut 
your rifle throat much quicker. Such a 
stunt may do in an emergency as they 
will usually shoot quite accurately and 
will simply explode on impact with that 
flat base hitting the game. At best itis a 
stunt not to be recommended. 


Cutting Shot Shells 
This is another old time stunt to make a 
rifle out of a shotgun. The cartridge case 


is simply cut almost in two pieces be- 
tween the shot and the powder charges, 
then when fired the whole front end of 


the cartridge case and shot load travel up | 
the bore in a compact wad and emerge in — 


one slug. It greatly boosts pressures far 


f 


beyond the usual safety point and is not _ 


to be recommended. With thick, heavy — 
barrels and light powder loads it can and _ 


has been done, but sooner or later you — 


will blow up a gun by such procedure. It 
does make a very effective slug load at ~ 
close range but better, by far, to pack a 


few rifled slug or buck loads for any such 
emergency use as a life saver. 


Effective Game Killing Ranges 


Big game can be killed reliably with — 
small bore, high velocity rifles only as far _ 
as said rifles will reliably expand their © 


bullets. When bones are struck they will, 


of course, expand much farther out than — 
when only meaty portions or lungs of the © 


animal are struck. I have found no fac- 


tory 180 grain .30-06 or 130 grain .270 — 


load that would expand reliably beyond 
350 yards, and usually at 300 yards the 
explosive effect is long gone. 
H & H Magnum, with 180 grain bullet, 


The .300 — 


will expand some to 450 or 500 yards but — 


usually very little at the latter range 
unless bones are struck. These are all 
small bores and whenever expansion 
stops they are all through as game killers 


unless the brain or spine is struck. Larger — 


calibers are still killers way out beyond 
the ranges they will expand their bullets 
because of their larger wound channels 


and larger entrance and exit holes. Thus — 
even an old .45-70-405 or 500 grain will — 
kill a deer or elk very quickly at 600 — 


yards if you drop one through his lungs, 


simply because of the big caliber. Also a — 


35 and .400 Whelen, a 375 Magnum or 
any of the various .40 calibers will still 
carry considerable authority out at ranges 
where expansion has completely stopped. 


Expanding bullets almost penetrate a — 


great deal more at long ranges than at 


short ranges, as expansion stops them. 


That is the reason the old .45-120-550 
Sharps, would and did kill a lot of buffalo 
at ranges from 500 to 800 yards and be- 
fore reliable witnesses, regardless of what 
some Johnny-Come-Lately arms critics 


of the present era say to the contrary.

"bunch Saeually: three ath were am- 
ple to get on the target. The long 114” 
.45 caliber slug threw up a big puff of 
dust when it landed on the dry plains and 
could be easily seen at a half mile. If 
the shot was low, the old hunter raised 
his Vernier or open sight and if high he 
dropped it. About the third shot, he 
‘would land a buffalo, then he would 
swing his rifle onto the herd and start his 
day’s killing. 

I have shot the old Sharps a lot since a 
small boy and would be willing to con- 
vince anyone of their long-range accu- 
racy at any time if they want to put a 
cow off at 600 to 800 yards and pay for 
the critter when she is killed. Any time 
you can see where you hit, and those big 
slugs throw up plenty dirt, it’s relatively 
easy to correct your hold or sighting and 
hit such a big target.

.22 Auto Ammunition 

For certain trouble-free functioning of 
about all .22 auto pistols and rifles over 
long periods, use nothing but .22 LR. 
greased lead bullet ammunition. This 
usually applies equally well to .22 cali- 
ber revolvers. The bullets with a hard 
copper or so called silver coating will use 
malfunction after a time and will cake the 
throat of the barrel in most revolvers as 
well and sometimes the front of chamber 
and leed. For these reasons it’s best to 
stick to plain greased lead bullets either 
normal velocity or high speed type. 


Light Weight Bolt Action Rifle 

For the lad who is looking for a very 
light weight, scope-sighted, bolt action 
rifle for his lady friend for deer hunting, 
I would recommend his looking into the 
Remington 722 rifle in caliber .300 Savage. 

This little rifle, fitted with the 24%X 
sealed Leupold scope in Leupold mounts 
with all adjustments by Allan screws in 
the mounts will give him a very light- 
weight practical and fool-proof rifle. The 
scope is extremely light, around 5 ounces, 
I believe, and the mount is also light and 
with no projections. The butt stock can 
be cut to proper length and fitted with a 
good Noshoc pad, making a very light 
and practical outfit for the lady. If more 
powerful calibers are wanted at slight 
extra weight then the 721 Remington can 
also be made to fill the bill nicely. Higher 
comb than standard stocks can also be 
had optional and are much better for 
scope use. Vissing scope covers can also 
be installed, that are opened instantly 
with a touch of the thumb. Such an out- 
fit is light, practical and thoroughly reli- 
able. It will please the little woman to 
. no end.

In both North and South Dakota hunters are able to 
combine pheasant with sharptail grouse shooting if they 
choose certain areas of either state in which these game 
birds find the habitat they like. Generally speaking, Mr. 
Ringneck likes his ground well worked over (if he can 
get it) with crops available, which means he goes into the 
cornfields whenever he can. On the other hand the sharp- 
tail shows a preference for terrain unimproved by man’s 
cultivation. However, on many a field drive in parts of 
the Dakotas where both sharptails and ringnecks are 
found you may flush grouse. They are quick to appreciate 
the free meals that a cornfield provides. 

In North Dakota I have found it fun to combine dog 
work by my Blue Belton setter, Huntstone Felicia, 
chances to shoot both ringnecks and sharptails in the 
same area, beautiful scenery and exciting American his- 
tory for west of Bismarck trails and old camp sites take 
you back to Custer and his illfated expedition westward * 
to the Little Big Horn, where he met his death. The old

These pictures were taken on one of my trips around 


the Heart River, west of Bismarck, and not far from 
Custer’s wagon trail route to the Little Big Horn, for 
this famous Army officer and-his troops camped near the 
Heart River. The Heart has cut a rather scenic route 
throughout this part of North Dakota. Lyman Barr, High- 
land Park, Ill., my hunting partner and the setter, are 
(see below) standing on the high bluff overlooking Heart 
trying to figure where we will go across the stream to 
finish our limit of pheasants. Behind them are the rolling 
grassy highlands with little clumps of buckbrush—ideal 
cover for the sharptails. But three ringnecks were located 
by the setter within 150 yards of where Barr is standing. 

Our “Hidden Valley” we found across the river. It was 
packed with pheasants and the shooting was wonderful

In many respects I consider myself for- 
tunate in having taken up duck hunting 
at the beginning of our first big “duck 
depression.” The old-timers in our neigh- 
_borhood, spoiled by the former abundance 
of birds, quit in disgust when the flights 
grew thin but we younger fellows went 
: doggedly ahead and actually learned more 
about the intricacies of wildfowl hunting 
than did many of the so-called experts. 
= We learned the hard way that without

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we were lost and at the same time, the 

scarcity of birds increased our respect for 

a decent bag. Better still, we picked up 
_ the priceless knowledge that the weight 
of our bag had little to do with the suc-

s during these days or short seasons and 
4 low bag limits.

During these early days I was only 
= vaguely aware of the fact that ducks were 
hunted anywhere except in timber. In 
“a _ many sections of the country, particularly 
in such southern states as Mississippi, 
_ Arkansas, and Tennessee, this sort of 
thinking still holds true and when duck 
_hunting is mentioned, a mental picture of 
mallards sifting down through the 
branches of pinoaks and willows auto- 
matically comes to mind. Oddly enough, 
4 however, the average duck hunter is often 
singularly handicapped insofar as har- 
vesting a few of these timber fed birds

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is concerned, due in great part to lack 


of ability with a duck caller. Timber 
shooting: and duck calling are almost 
synonomous but little as we like to admit 
it, the majority of the hunters that take 
to the woods are poorly equipped to call 
ducks succesfully. Most of us simply do 
not possess the natural ability necessary 
for calling and no amount of coaching 
or practice is of much help. The amateur 
duck caller, instead of moderating his 
desire to blow, usually tries to make up 
in quantity what he lacks in quality, the 
net result being many frightened mallards 
winging across the timber plus an empty 
bag. 

However, there is a remedy and a fair- 
ly simple one at that. Timber ducks can 
be hunted quite successfully with scant 
knowledge of duck calling simply by 
applying certain basic hunting rules. The 
“non-calling” hunter must make up for 
his lack of ability by becoming a per- 
fectionist. in utilizing fundamentals and 
at the same time he must learn to work 
all of the tricks of the trade. Some of 
the best duck hunters that I know are 
mediocre with the caller and if the aver- 
age hunter can curb his desire to blow 
incessantly, half the battle is won. 


The first thing to learn about timber 
ducks (or any other ducks for that mat- 
ter) is that their chief interest is food. 
Of all the foodstuffs taken by ducks, I 
know of nothing that surpasses the com- 
mon pinoak acorn and where such acorns 
are found, there also will_be found mal- 
lards. The lowlands of the South which

its acorns. As a consequence, one should 
carefully study the woodland in which 
he intends to hunt with specific emphasis 
being placed on the location of pinoak 
“flats” and ridges. A surprising number 
of hunters merely wander aimlessly into 
the flooded timber country, paying little 
or no attention to the availability of food, 
the result being that the ducks pass them 
by, bound of course for the pinoak dining 
tables, wherever they may happen to be. 
The successful hunter will learn the exact 
location of every pinoak grove in his 
particular woodland, and as a result he 
can always arrange to hunt over poteni- 
ally good water. 

A factor often overlooked by hunters 
is that ducks sometimes shy away from 
the big flooded areas, concentrating in- 
stead on little isolated patches of timber 
which are sometimes considered not 
worthy of investigation. This, of course, 
is due to many factors, notable among 
them being that heavy gunning pressure 
is usually directed to the big woods and 
the birds, when harrassed, will in desper- 
ation seek out an unlikely appearing little 
skirt of woods which by its very nature, 
discourages too much investigation. I can 
recall a dozen instances when ducks com- 
pletely deserted the flooded Tallahatchie 
River bottoms, a veritable mecca for 
mallards and took up their abode in little 
isolated patches of timber that often ran 
within hailing distance of towns and 
public highways. In one particular in- 
stance I found mallards concentrated by 
the thousands not five hundred yards 
from a huge plantation headquarters and 
in a little strip of timber comprising not 
over a hundred acres at most. The-only 
water available was puddled. rainwater 
but pinoaks were rampant and until I 
disturbed their little playhouse, those 
birds had lived the life of Riley. Evidently 
they did their eating, exercising, and 
sleeping all within the confines of this 
little patch of woods and by exercising 
a bit of judgment, I curbed my impulse 
to shoot promiscuously, the result being 


that I enjoyed two weeks of excellent and 
exclusive shooting! The object lesson I 
learned is that ducks rarely desert an 
area completely and the persistent hunter 
can often find birds by devoting a day or 
two to scouting when they desert their 
usual haunts.. 

Fluctuating water levels are the bane 
of the timber ducks existence, particu- 
larly mallards. This condition is common 
inthe flash~flood regions and ducks will 
desert such areas overnight with fast 
rising or fast receding water conditions. 
The point that is overlooked by many 
hunters is that all portions of some par- 
ticular woodland are not necessarily af- 
fected too much by such rises and falls in 
the water level. In some instances, the 
water level in a portion of the woods is 
controlled by streams or bayous other 
than the principal river or creek and even 
though the main body of the woods may 
rise and fall swiftly, these areas are 
subject to a more or less constant water 
level. Rest assured that mallards will find 
such spots since they detest having their 
food supply constantly covered and un- 
covered by fluctuating waters. 

During periods of drought, with falling 
water or no water at all in the timber, 
many hunters mistakenly assume that 
to hunt would be a waste of time. True 
enough, huge flights rarely put in during 
such drought periods but at times, good 
hunting can be had by refusing to con- 
form to the conventional ideas regarding 
duck hunting. For example, several sea- 
sons ago a famous old-time hunter of the 
Yalobusha River bottoms of Mississippi 
continually amazed the neighborhood by 
his constant success with. mallards, even 
though the river had receded and the 
woods were virtually bone dry. One day, 
after a week or more of constant insist- 
ence on my part, he grudgingly allowed 
me to accompany him and grateful for 
the opportunity I kept my mouth firmly 
shut when he led me through the dark- 
ness of pre-dawn and finally halted at 
the edge of a pinoak ridge, as dry as a 
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ike little grove but at Seay becale when 
mallards began pouring in and lighting 
on dry land, I opened up both verbally 
and with the sixteen gauge! We took 
exactly two limits within an hour and 
a half and it goes without saying that I 
never forgot that lesson in duckology! 
Since then I have often killed ducks over 
dry land, particularly over isolated corn- 
fields that lie hidden far back in the 
woods. Only two seasons past, the ma- 
_ jority of the birds I took were taken over 
a dry sorghum field which lay a few 
miles from the Mississippi River. Prompt- 
_ ly at three o’clock in the afternoon, ducks 
would start drifting in to the field from 
the river and my hunting buddy, John 
Sommers, and I had several days of 
excellent shooting from a patch-work 
- sorghum-stalk blind! 
: " Second in importance is the proper use 
_ of decoys. The expert duck caller often 
_ dispenses with their services but unless 
you are an expert, it will pay you to use 
_ them. Unlike marsh or open water shoot- 
— ing, timber hunting does not require the 
use of large stools, a dozen birds being 
plenty. In placing them, forget any pre- 
conceived notions you may have acquired 
e on the marsh and concentrate solely on 
placing them so that they may be easily 
seen by birds overhead. The interlocked 
' branches of the trees obscure the vision 
of incoming ducks and the only important 
item to remember is to’ put them where 
they can be seen readily. A widely scat- 
tered spread is usually desirable and par- 
ticular attention should be given to plac- 
ing at least one decoy in every sizable 
opening that presents a view from over- 
head. I have seen successful timber 
hunters scatter their spread over an oe @

Of great importance is the view from 
overhead and if the branches of the trees 
do not screen you from view, it is a 
simple matter to hang a few vagrant 
limbs directly over your head. 

Where a boat is required, it is advisable 
to either construct a semi-permanent 
blind that will accommodate your craft 
or camouflage the boat so as to have a 
permanent floating blind. Such camou- 
flaging should be done with complete 
thoroughness and the materials used 
should, of course, be collected from avail- 
able supplies native to your hunting ter- 
rain. Switch willows and button willow 
bushes are often native to the area in 
which you hunt and these materials can 
be easily fastened over the deck of the 
boat so as to almost completely hide it 
from view. With a boat so equipped, you 


ese 


alongside a floating log and pulling a bit 
of additional cover over it, and yourself. 
Boat blinds are ideal in timber shooting 
country, offering comfort and mobility, 
the latter being of particular value when 
you find it necessary to move about fre- 
quently. Regardless of how perfect. your 
blind or hide may be, remember always 
that a duck can spot your upturned face 
with the greatest of ease and the success- 
ful duck hunter never follows his birds 
as they circle by means of the neck- 
craning method. Incidentally, common 
eye-glasses save lots of ducks. The re- 
flected rays from the sun can play havoc 
with a decoying flock so if by chance 
you wear them, resist the impulse to 
follow the flight of your birds constantly. 

And now last but not least, we come 
to the subject of calling. Some calling is 
essential, even though you may not be an 
expert and even though the remaining 
fundamentals are adhered to, to the letter. 
Every duck hunter worthy of the name 
carries a duck caller; it’s the mark of 
his trade and it would be shameful to 
deprive him of the pleasure of blowing 
it occasionally! If you are not an expert, 
curb that impulse to blow long and loud-

A lonesome old hen far 
back in the timber will produce this call 


regularly and it can be picked up quite - 


easily with a little practice. The “chuckle” 
of feeding mallards is also easy, being 
produced by fluttering the reed rapidly 


with the tongue and the roof of the mouth ~ 


and at the same time blowing the words 
“cut-a-cut-a-cut-a” into the mouthpiece. 

When ducks are approaching, hail them 
not more than twice with the first men- 
tioned call and then move swiftly into 
the chuckle. Then stop. The birds you 
are watching will have heard you all 


~ 


right and will probably investigate. They 


will not investigate if you call persistent- 
ly, it being entirely too easy to blow a 
series of sour notes. An occasional reedy 
quack such as that produced by a drake 
mallard might be permissable since this 
call is simple and hard to distort. Remem- 
ber first of all that timber ducks are 


usually hungry and if you can bring — 


them over your decoys, the chances are 
good that they will come in. By being 
conservative with your calling you run 
less risk ef frightening them away and 
at the same time you will endear your- 
selves to the rank and file of hunters 
that work the same section of woods! If 
you simply have to do something when 
birds are circling overhead, try the old 
trick of stirring the water with your 
foot. Ducks watch the water below them 
for motion and if feeding ducks are pres- 
ent, the water should show some sign of 
movement. This trick, while old, is seldom 
used but try it sometimes when a flock 
circles incessantly and refuses to come

_in. You may be surprised to find that 
this little added comotion will do the 
trick. 

So, even though you may be an ama- 
teur with the duck caller, don’t mark off 
timber shooting. The experts with their 
callers have done much to popularize 
this form of shooting and with their su- 
perior ability, they can dispense with 
many basic fundamentals and still kill 
ducks. To me there is no thrill in duck 
hunting that can equal the sight of a 
flight of mallards sifting down through 
the interlocked branches of pin oaks and 
cypresses and all good sportsmen, re- 
gardless of their ability or lack of ability 
with the caller have a right to share such 
thrills. By picking your hunting territory 
carefully and adhering to fundamentals 
you can have your share. I know; for at 
duck calling, you see, I’m a total loss! 


Shooting Glasses a ‘Must’ 


All shooters should wear glasses and 
particularly when shooting or testing 
many rimfire loads, as well as all high 
velocity big rifle loads. Even though you 
have perfect vision, glasses are a~“must” 
for the simple reason that if you shoot 
enough sooner or later a case head is 
going to rupture, or you may have a badly 
blown primer or case separation in a big 
rifle. In either case you’re bound to get 
considerable gas in your shooting eye, 
and with bad blowups you are likely to 
get brass particles as well. 

Since 1940 we have used the excellent 
Bausch & Lomb shooting glass with the 
yellow kalochrome lenses. These have 
-given perfect satisfaction. During that 
period many rifle cases have blown up in 
our hands and many particles have come 
to the rear. Recently we sent in the 
glasses for correction, since our eyes are 
changing, and one of the old lense was 
badly pitted from fly particles-of brass. 
Of course, a lot of this occurred while 
testing thousands of guns for Uncle Sam 
during the war at Ogden Arsenal. E.K. 


Improved Silver-Tip Bullets 


Western-Winchester has been doing a 
sveat deal of experimenting on their line 
of Silver-Tip bullets. Tests friends of mine 
ran for me, as well as my own tests 
last fall in calibers .270 and .30-06, in- 
dicated a very great improvement in the 
killing qualities of these new bullets. 
While the old Silver-tip line seemed to 
produce good uniform wound channels 
and often stayed in the game for some 
unknown reason, it did not kill as well as 
the older Western open point boattail or 
their well-known soft point boattails. 

This new bullet has incorporated a con- 
siderable change in the formation of the 
jacket near the point as well as improved 
shape, and the scoring of the jacket just 
back of the Silver-Tip also has greatly 
improved the reliability and uniformity 
of its expansion.

Junior ‘Wardens’ At Work 


Arundel district in the Laurentians, about 
80 miles north of Montreal on lines of the 
Canadian National Railways, has prob- 
ably the most active group of “game 
wardens” in the Province of Quebec. 
They are school boys and girls, from 8 
to 12 years old, who work with Gordon 
Cook, the district fish and game warden, 
cutting cedar and balsam boughs and 
feeding deer. During recent winters they 
have saved hundreds of deer from death 
by starvation. 

When the schools close each afternoon, 
nearly every youngster grabs a hatchet 
or axe and heads for the Boyd farm a 


little more than a mile from the village. 
There, under the direction of Warden 
Cook, they replenish the food supply for 
the deer population of the district. The 
sound of the kids’ chopping starts a pa- 
rade of deer from the hills to swamps 
which are their nightly feeding grounds. 
When those deer return to the hills every 
bud and scrap of food has disappeared. 

As a result of this deer conservation 
program, fostered by Warden Cook, with 
the co-operation of local residents, a 
party, which visited the area recently, 
saw and counted 100 deer in one square 
mile, of this Forest region. 
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\Il’round Shotgun? 
Here’s the Answer 


‘By Charles E. Gillham 


In the strictest sense an all-’round shot- 
' gun does not exist. If one insists upon 
maximum performance in all types of 
_ shooting possibly he should own several 
scatterguns. 
Unfortunately, many hunters cannot 
afford to buy a flock of shotguns. Also, 
unless they are too exacting, it is hardly 
_ necessary. It may seem improbable to 
_ acquire a’ weapon adaptable to all forms 
_ of shooting—from sora rail to whitetail 
_ deer—but is it? One can come close 
enough to that all-’round job and still 
not violate good sportsmanship by being 

undergunned and contributing to cripple 

_ loss. 

I worked with great enthusiasm on this 
project one time. I believed in one gun— 

— an all-’round gun—and I solved the prob- 
_lem so far as my requirements were con- 
cerned. It was a single-trigger double 
_ with two sets of barrels. A pair of 26-inch 
tubes were fitted and bored No. 1 and 

No. 2 skeet. This approximated an im- 

proved cylinder and a modified. For 

grouse, bobwhites and woodcock these 
stubby barrels were the cat’s whiskers. 

For skeet shooting they were a dream. 

The other barrels were 30 inches in 
length, bored 34 choke and full. For ducks 
and geese, wild pheasants and long shots 
on doves, they were the berries. The 
only department in which this gun did 
not suit was for trapshooting. The stock 
was a bit too short and it had a fraction 
too much drop to it. 

When one really fights the trap shooting 

_ business and breaks into the big league 
no field gun on earth will ever satisfy 
him. For casual traps the above outfit 

- was not too bad. However, it did not have 
ventilated rib barrels and for hunting 
such is the bunk. The stock might have 
been lengthened and even the comb 
raised a bit to straighten the piece with 
a laced pad. Such build-up would have 
given proper dimensions but we did not 
doit. For practice work it was good 
enough—that is, warm-up practice be- 
fore actually going on a hunting trip. 

Deciding that a light, fast pointing gun 
in a smaller bore might be made into 
an all-’round gun, I got a 20 gauge pump 
and, put a Poly-Choke on it. Not bad— 
not bad. Unscrewing the gadget to a 
point between improved cylinder and 
modified, it made a honey of a quail, 
grouse and woodcock gun. If birds proved 
a bit wild the nozzle was tightened up 
a bit. If cover was thick and birds close 
in we opened the carburetor a couple of 
turns and shucked out the shot in a full 
cylinder pattern. 

In a duck blind, one had only to re- 
member that a 20 was about ten yards 
short of a standard 12 in effective killing 
range. Also with the pump, or with an 
automatic, the selection of two patterns— 
right now—when the bird appeared over 
the sights was not possible as with the 
double. One hadn’t time to change the 
choke adjustment between shots that 
came in rapid succession.

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bored for a given pattern probably gave 


the best and most even distribution of 
pellets. We imagined that on paper the 
spray-nozzle might show spots where 
shot were lacking or too thick. A patchy 
pattern. At a recent trap shoot the writer 
saw a pump gun addict crack 100 straight 
targets. He used a Poly-Choke. Now, we 
are not too sure. That’s good shooting 
and certainly there could not be much 
error in the pattern from such a gun. 

On skeet fields the Cutts Compensator 
has a large following. Tremendous long 
runs have been made with it on the 
muzzle of a single-barreled gun. For 
game it will prove equally effective. The 
only objectionable feature to the Cutts 
is the time required to unscrew the tube 
and replace it when a change of choke 
is indicated. This is relatively unimpor- 
tant as shooting conditions do not vary 
rapidly. The quail hunter, for example, 
has ample time to change the nozzle 
before getting into a duck blind. 

Selection of the proper gauge for the 
all-round gun can raise arguments that 
go on far into the night. For my money 
the only two sizes I would bar are the 
28 and the .410. The larger the bore of 
a gun, the farther one can kill game with 
it. No doubt about that. However, such 
is not because the Big Bertha sinks the 
shot any deeper, or because the pattern 
cuts a narrower swath through the air. 
The reason is this: There are just more 
shot in the big load and the target gets 
hit with more pellets. 

Often I hear some hunter brag that he 
shoots a 20 and needs to hold ‘close’ be- 
cause his pattern is small. That is ‘pure 
bunk. If his barrel is full choked ‘his 
pattern is as wide as that of a 12 with 
similar boring. The big gun does have 
more shot in the shell giving a denser 
group of pellets when fired. At long yard- 
age the extra shot help out—more of them 
hit the target and increase the effective 
killing range. 

When one gets “over the hill” and an 
eight pound gun feels heavy and clubby, 
we feel a smaller bore is indicated. When 
one considers that there is only about 
five yards difference in the effective kill- 
ing range between the 20, 16 and 12 
guages respectively, one may actually im- 
prove his shooting by getting a lighter 
weight job. If that arthritis in the shoulder 
slows you down on the swing, try a lighter 
gun. The extra time necessary to push 
the old howitzer around will allow a fast 
bird to do several five yard distances. 
In such instance you gain nothing. You 
may lose. 

For upland shooting the walking hunter 
can well appreciate a lighter gun and am- 
munition that does not weigh up too 
heavily. Even younger shooters enjoy the 
foot pounds saved on a day’s hike. For 
heavy cover the small bores certainly 
are more flexible, can be handled much 
faster and are an actual advantage. 

Shooting ducks and geese from a blind 
permits heavier guns, as walking is not 
necessary. However, one needs youth and 
reflexes to swing ’em. Here the all-’round 
gun of the double variety will permit 3 
inch magnum shells if you feel the need 
of such long range equipment. Chambers 
bored for the Roman Candles will still 
handle standard length ammunition. 
Pump guns and automatics, if bored for

In case of the double with (a 
of barrels, the question of balance neem 
be considered. With our outfit, two | 
ends were purchased. One a light one, 
the other a heavy beaver-tail. By switch 
ing these about a constant balance wa’ 
maintained, depending upon whether the 
long or short barrels were used. 

Considerable emphasis has ben put on ; 
single-trigger doubles with selective ac- 
tion. Some shooters do exercise this option 
at the last moment to switch barrels iS 
a particular shot. I have never attachec 
much importance to such practice. Usual- 
ly if the game is not within range of the 
more open barrel, it is a bit too far to 
be tried with the tighter one. There isn’t 
much time to make such a decision and 
at best one gets only the first shot. It is 
a cinch the other barrel does not have 


pattern sufficient to make the kill. 


Many hunters have discovered that the 
20 gauge shotgun is a dandy arm for 
upland game, especially when gunning 
over dogs. These gunners in North Da- 
kota found a twenty ample for prairie 
chickens and sharptailed grouse. 


With the single trigger I prefer the full 
pistol grip. The straight grip is a hold- 
over from the days when all doubles 
had two triggers. The back one pulled — 
first, usually firing the right barrel—and — 
the more open one. The recoil set back 
the piece on one’s shoulder bringing the — 
front trigger rearward in about the proper 
position to be squeezed for the second 
shot—from the more full choked barrel. 
Guns were bored on the assumption that 
all men shot right-handed. The left- 
hander would have the difficulty of having 
the butt of the piece kicked away from 
his shoulder. This necessitating readjust- 


‘ment or realignment before firing the 


last barrel. 

Pump and automatic shotguns can be 
more positively handled with full pistol 
grip. This is especially true in the case 
of pumping the action when shooting high 
velocity shells. They bounce you axial

considerably. With the automatic one has 
a better hand-hold during the moment of 
_ recoil and the ejection of the spent shell. 
Over and Unders have not been dis- 
cussed for the sirhple reason the manu- 
facture of them is not popular in this 
country. It is emphasized that they can 
be used in two barrel combinations in 
the same way as the side by side doubles. 
Some hunters are convinced they cannot 
sight down between two tubes. They do 
_ like doubles though in the over and under 
- arrangement giving a sighting plane simi- 
‘Jar to that of a single-barrel. To me, these 
. guns feel.a bit clubby and muzzle-heavy. 
Many grand shots use them effectively, 
however. One criticism, they are hard to 
_ swing in a heavy cross wind. 
_ Pumps and automatics have an advan- 
_ tage under our present game laws. But 
_ three shots may be fired at one burst in 
_ the taking of waterfowl. The third shot, 
_ is practical in killing a cripple. 
- JT have always believed that too many 
guns may spoil the shooter. Certainly a 
~ one-gun man will be more familiar with 
his piece than the fellow who is con- 
stantly trying different ones. Probably 
the greatest mistake one can make in 
the purchase of any sporting arm is get- 
ting one that does not have the proper 
stock dimensions to fit him perfectly.

People have long arms and short ones— 
thick muscled shoulders and skinny ones 
—necks are short and they are long. A 
manufacturer cannot fit all these physical 
differences with a standard stock of a 
given length and drop. The best they can 
do is strike an average. 

It is a good idea when ordering a shot- 
gun to be measured for it. Better stores 
have “try” guns that record the length 
stock, drop at the heel and height of the 
comb that you require. In better grade 
merchandise you can have something that 
exactly fits you and your effectiveness 
will greatly increase afield. 

If a shotgun skins your nose, bruises 
cheek or shoulder, it either does not fit, 
or you are not holding it right. 

To sum up then, we feel that with the 
exception of serious competitive trap 
shooting, there is such a thing as an all- 
*round shotgun. If it is to be a double, 
one must have two sets of barrels. If a 
pump or an automatic some device for 
changing pattern, such as Poly-Choke, 
Weaver Choke or a Cutts Compensator 
must be installed. Different game de- 
mands different patterns because they are 
taken at varying yardages. Pattern can 
only be influenced by the degree of choke 
in the barrel. 

A double barrel does offer immediate 
choice of two patterns. A single barrel 
only gives you one unless you take time 
out to change the adjustable choke de- 
vice at the muzzle. 

The old lady of cow-kissing fame called 
the shot when she said “everyone to his 
own taste”. This is most applicable in 
selecting the all-’round shotgun. Person- 
ally, we go for the side by side double. 
It must have two sets of barrels, single 
selective trigger and full pistol grip. Two 
fore-ends area help in balance. 

If you are a single barrel man, get a 
pump or an automatic. Single alignment 
may also be had in the over and under. 

Gauge and weight? Take your choice. 
I usually go for the 12 bore but sometimes 
I feel aged and lazy. Then I use the 20. 
Maybe: I shouldn’t confess, but I have 
two all-’round guns. 

P.S. To make any gun really effective 
and to aid in conservation, always use a 
dog whenever you go afield.

Smart “Know-How” 
in Lake Fishing 


By Frank R. Steel 


Reading water—to tell where to fish 
and how—is an important factor in taking 
game fish. This means a study of the 
habits of fresh water game fish in gen- 
eral and of the particular species you are 
after. 

The habits of a fish are governed by 


the water and air conditions and there 
are three important, and many minor, 


water conditions that determine where 


- game fish will be at any one time and 


what they will be doing at that time. 
The three major water conditions are 
(1) water temperature; (2) where the 
best fish food is to be had, and (3) cover 
or hiding places for the fish. 

Cover is important in two ways: to 
make hiding places for the game fish 
from their enemies and to make hiding 
places from which they can dash out 
and catch minnows, frogs, crawfish, 
aquatic insects or other food they eat. 


Re The places where fish will be and what 


a ; 


they. will be doing there determine what 
fishing method and lures you should 
use. Let’s take some specific examples. 

If the water temperature is 71 degrees 


‘and you’re fishing for largemouth bass, 
_. they most likely will be in 1 to 4 feet 


of water along the shorelines, over or 
near weedbeds, hiding under or near 
underwater logs and brush, in the edges 
of rushes and lily pads and along mud 
bars. At this water temperature the bass 
feed pretty much all day; but for the 
shoreline spots, morning and evening are 
the best times. When on the shore- 
lines, frogs are likely to be the 
favorite food. Over weed beds and bars 


- out in the lake, minnows will be the 


preferred food. If the lake has crawfish 
in it, then this is a favorite food of the 
bass, although more especially is this 
true of smallmouths. 

If there are hatches of aquatic insects, 
as is likely under these conditions, then 
bass will feed on the insects, either 
underwater on the nymphs: or on the 
surface on the adult flies. You should 
adapt your lures or flies accordingly. 

Adapt your casting method and tackle 
to the water and conditions. Where bass 
are feeding on aquatic insects, use your 
fly rod, with either surface or under- 
water flies depending upon which kind 
of natural insects the fish are after. For 
bass bugs, dry flies and poppers the fly 
rod is the best and easiest to use unless 
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the wind is very bad, particularly if you 
have to cast into the wind. In this case, 
spinning is the best method to use. 

To cast a fly on a spinning outfit you 
attach a small hollow plastic ball to the 
end of your spinning line with a regular 
fly leader and fly or bass bug at the 
end of it. Fill the plastic ball about half 
full of water. There is a little trap door 
for this purpose. This rig can be cast into 
a pretty good wind and can be used to 
get more distance than can be attained by 
fly casting. 

Another condition where spinning is 
recommended is when the bass are taking 
small spinners-and-flies or spinners-and- 
pork rind or spinners and small types of 
live bait better than anything else. For 
this type of casting, spinning works much 
better than fly casting. These small and 
light rigs can not be handled well by the 
average fisherman on a bait casting rod. 

I mentioned live bait above. And some- 
times live bait will take more fish than 
artificials of any kind. Where this is true, 
spinning again becomes the’ best method, 
for you can cast a live frog, minnow or 
crawfish, and even a live mayfly nymph, 
on spinning tackle much more gently, 
and fish it with -more ease and more 
natural action than with either bait 
casting or fly casting methods. 

Don’t think by this that I believe 
spinning should be generally used in- 
stead of fly casting or bait casting. I do 
not. But I am giving the exceptional 
conditions when spinning is the most 
logical method. 

Carrying out this idea, spinning is the 
best method whenever very tlear water, 
scary fish or heavily fished waters cause 
the game fish to avoid or be afraid of, or 
at least suspicious, of larger artificial 
lures. This happens more often than most 
fishermen think. Spinning, because it

than other methods with scary fish in | 
extremely clear water. 

If the bass, northerns or walleyes ae 
on the open water weedbeds and about | 
3 to 5 feet below the surface, then mid- 
depth bait casting lures that imitate min- 
nows are the logical thing to use. Here 
bait casting is ideal because it handles 
from % ounce to 5% ounce or even % 
ounce lures perfectly and its quadruple , 
multiplying reels allow plenty of control ° 
of retrieving speed. This is particularly — 
important when you are drifting over 
medium depth weedbeds well out from 
the shore and are casting down-wind. 
This condition when bass, walleyes and 
northerns are likely to be in this type of 
water is before the shoreline areas are 
warm enough to suit the bass in the 
spring, or just after they get’ too warm 
in the summer. The favorite water tem- 


. perature of largemouth bass is from 70 to 


73 degrees. The water smallmouths like 
best is around 67 degrees. Favorite tem- 
peratures vary with each species of game 
fish. 

When walleyes, northerns or bass are 
in deep water—usually because the shal- 
low feeding areas are too warm—there 
your fishing method must change en-_ 
tirely if you are to catch any fish or, 
at least, very many fish and any good. 
sized ones. With largemouth bass this 
condition occurs when the surface water~ 
temperature is 80 degrees or over. Small— 
mouth go to deep water at around 74 
degrees and walleyes hike out for deeper 
places in water over 70 degrees. Panfish 
go down when the water gets over about 
82 or 83 degrees. Of course trout hit for 
cooler water when the thermometer gets 
over 68 degrees. Lake trout prefer 40 
to 41 degree water. Muskies move less 
frequently for water temperature reasons 
than do any other fresh water game 
fish, but they too migrate to deeper 
water (for opposite reasons) when the 
temperature gets above about 82 degrees — 
or below 50 degrees. 

When the fish are deep, look for spring 
holes, deep water (which is always 
cooler in summer), shaded places, and 
in streams, better aerated water (under 
falls and in rapids, for instance). Here a 
knowledge of the lake you are fishing 
becomes essential. If you don’t know the 
warm weather spots, you'll have to ex-— 
plore until you find them. Usually the 
quickest and best way to do this is to 
fish a deep water spot close to weedbeds — 
or bars. Cast to the edge of the drop-off. 
Set the boat adrift or have it rowed so 
you can keep on covering the most- 
likely water until you locate a “hot 
spot”. Then mark this place by cross- 
triangulation. You do this by lining up 
two landmarks in one direction and then 
lining up two other landmarks in a direc- 
tion nearly at right angles to the first 
line. Where these two lines cross is 
your fishing spot. 

In casting in deep water you have to 
have a lure that sinks or runs deep 
enough to fish within one or two feet of 
the bottom. 

In artificial lurés this means either a 
sinking lure or else one that dives fast” 


when retrieved because.of the down- 
ward pull of its lip. With this latter type 
of lure you have to know just how deep 
it runs, and you can’t get it below its 
normal depth range. This type of lure 
can usually be fished down 10 to 12 feet 
but no more. For fishing below that 
depth you need a sinking lure. In this 
case, let the lure sink straight down 
near the boat until it hits bottom, count- 
ing by seconds how long it takes. Then 
after you cast, count one or two counts 
less than it took to hit bottom and pause 
that long before you start your retrieve. 
There are two logical lures for this deep 
water condition. They are live minnows 
and crawfish or artificial lures that imi- 
tate these fish foods in looks and action. 

For this deep water fishing, you can 
either bait cast or spin-fish. If the fish 
aren't too scary and will take the larger 
and heavier lures, bait casting is usually 
used. If you need to go to lighter and 
smaller lures and finer more invisible 
lines, then spinning is the best. 

If you find a pretty bad wind on a 
lake, and the conditions are such that 
the fish are on the shorelines, you'll 
usually find the best fishing on the lee 
shore. Also you will be able to fly cast, 
bait cast or spin-fish better there. I’ve 
found that it is easier to cast into the 
wind by spinning than in any of the 
other methods. 

If the weeds are bad or there are a 
lot of snags or logs or rushes where you 
want to cast, then your lure should be 
weedless, or semi-weedless. 

For the most completely weedless lure, 
the wobbling weedless spoons or a weed- 
less single hook with a pork chunk are 
the baits that can be cast most safely 
right into heavy weed beds and retrieved 
across heavy lily pads. 

In reading water conditions in a strange 
lake, you can usually find deep water 
off high rocky shores, with shallow water 
off marshy low shores. From a shelving 
beach, there is usually a shallow stretch, 
deepening as you leave the shore. : 

Places where streams flow into a lake 
usually have cooler water. Bars at the 
mouth of such a stream commonly are 
good places, especially just where the 
water deepens on the outside edge of 
the bar. 

Northerns, muskies and largemouth 
bass prefer mud bottoms. Smallmouth 
bass and walleyes like sand, gravel or 
clay areas better. 

In streams, I like to carry a fly rod 
with both a fly reel and line and a 
spinning reel and line. I keep which- 
ever reel and line I am not using in 
my pocket, but use the same rod for 
both. When conditions are such that the 
trout or bass are feeding on the surface 
or near it, I use flies. When the trout are 
feeding 3 to 5 feet down, I put on the 
spinning reel with a spinner and fly or 
a % ounce spinning lure and spinfish. 
Spinning is better, more efficient, and 
more satisfying than fly fishing with this 
type of lure and where you have to fish 
deep, especially under heavy current. 
With a sufficiently light tournament-type 
outfit you can bait cast these light lures 
but few fishermen have either the outfit 
or the skill necessary to do it. 

For floating a fly down a pool just 
where the current tongue blends into the

E. A. “Pop” Kilheffer, Tenn., fishing column editor, has an

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main pool, fly fishing does the job per- 
fectly. This method works fine in fishing 
either dry or wet flies, streamers, nymphs 
or bucktails down long “slicks” of cur- 
rent or smooth slides. Here you have a 
chance to cast upstream so your under- 
water fly will sink and float down 
naturally. 

In fishing fast streams, with deep pools 
around heavy rocks and ledges—a con-

dition common in western mountain 
streams—I’ve found spinning to work the 
best, especially for the large trout. 

For Pacific salmon in the rivers and 
estuaries, trolling or bait casting is pre- 


' ferred, although there is no reason a 


heavy spinning outfit won’t fill all the 
requirements. The ends of current tongues 
in deep swift pools are good water for 
this fish. 

A really skillful angler will adapt his 
method of casting—bait casting, fly fish- 
ing or spinning—to the water and air 
conditions and the best kind of lure, fly 
or bait to use under those conditions. 
Study the habits of the fish you are 
after and try “think like a fish.” 


filling the CREEL

Autumn fishing is at hand again, and here 
is a rule to remember: When the water 
temperature gets down around 50 degrees, 
bass begin to hole up for the late fall 
and winter, moving into the deeper parts 
of stream, lake, or pond. 

This does not mean, however, that they 
cannot be caught. In fact, they still have 
good appetites and will take bait, flies, 
and plugs quite well. 

An old friend of mine went fishing one 
comparatively warm Thanksgiving after- 
noon in a nearby pond. He returned with 
a bass and a pike which were the biggest 
fish he had caught all season. 


Bass Feeding Places 
No matter what the season of the year, 
bass are accustomed to doing their feed- 
ing in certain specific places in stream 
or lake. 

Largemouth bass will feed along the 
shores of lakes or ponds, especially if 
along these shores are stumps, boulders, 
logs, brush, and aquatic vegetation. There 
they know they will find food. 

Smallmouth bass will feed—for the 
same reason—along rocky shores and on 
gravel bars, and also around logs, stumps, 
and rocks provided the bottom of the 
stream or pond is not mucky. 

And, even though autumn is at hand, 
bass continue to do a lot of their feeding 
at night.

Surface Plugs for Pike 
Pike often will take surface lures, espe~ 
cially those which make a considerable 
disturbance when they are retrieved. 
Cast a lure to the edge of a bed of 
water lilies, allow it to lie quietly for a 
few seconds, and then reel it in with an 
erratic motion, pausing occasionally dur- 
ing the retrieve to allow the plug to lie 
quietly a few more seconds. 
Pike will notice the commotion from a 


‘ considerable distance and usually can be 


teased into striking. 


Frogs in the Autumn 
Autumn, more than any other season of 
the year, is a good time for frog-type 
lures, both with the casting rod and the 
fly rod. 

At this season of the year frogs are 
making their way to the water, intending 
to hibernate in mucky spots durin the 
winter. 

The frog lures should be used close to- 
the shore lines and in the shallow weed 
beds. A natural frog would be found 
there, not out in the deep, clear parts of 
stream or lake, and fish are aware of 
that fact. 


Walleyes in the Fall 
Right about now, when the water and 
the weather both are cooling, big walleyes 
should be going into action. 

During the hot weather they have 
stayed close to deep water, lying close 
to the bottom and doing only enough 
feeding to keep them satisfied. 

But in the fall the larger fish leave the 
deep water and rove around in quest of 
food to sustain them during the winter. 

Walleyes are shoreline feeders at this 
season of the year. Their favorite natu- 
ral food are minnows, so any artificial 
lure that imitates a minnow will prove 
effective. Incidentally, this group of lures 
includes brightly colored streamer flies. 


Short-Striking Fish 
Short-striking fish—and almost all species 
have this fault at times—are a vexing 
problem. 

But there is one maneuver the angler 
can try with reasonable hope for success. 

Suppose, for example, a bass merely 
nips a plug that is being retrieved 
through the water. The instant the nip is 
felt, stop the retrieve, pause a couple of 
seconds, then resume the retrieve. 

The fish frequently will strike vicious- 
ly, apparently in the belief that its first 
attack injured its victim, but that it sur- 
vived and is now about to make its 
escape. 


Autumn Care of Lines 


An angler is pretty safe in assuming that. 
the warm sun and air will dry out his 
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line pretty well during the summer, but 
when the chilly days of autumn come 
Nature provides no such assistance. 

It is doubly important, at the tag end 
of the season, to see that the line, wheth- 
er a fly line or a casting line, has proper 
care. 

Dry it carefully after each fishing trip, 
never allowing it to remain tightly wound 
on the reel from the time of one fishing 
trip to another. 


Fly Rod Bass Lures 
Casting a plug for bass is fine sport, but 
the fact is that not all streams and lakes 
are suitable for such lures. For a variety 
of reasons, a plug will frighten fish in 
small water and in areas which are sub- 
ject to heavy fishing pressure. 

Here fly rod bass lures come into their 
own. They are small and light and make 
far less disturbance than casting rod 
lures. 

Bass feed on a great variety of natural 
foods, including other fish, insects, 
nymphs, frogs, and so on. The bass lures 
made for the fly rod are better imitations 
of these natural foods. That is another 
helpful factor. 


Beware of Frayed Line

FOR SEVERAL YEARS I’VE ADVISED fishermen not 
to take up the sport of angling for Atlantic salmon unless 
they have a world of patience, lots of time and strong 
hearts. And I’m not changing that advice one bit; the 
Atlantic salmon is without doubt the most thrilling, ag- 
gravating, and exciting game fish that I ever hope to 
get on the end of a line. I’ve never seen a salt or fresh 
water fish that can lift you to the heights so quickly and 
yet be so infuriating at times. I’ve fished them in Quebec 
and also in New Brunswick. They wear me out, make me 
yell with excitement, depress me to the point of swearing 
to give up all salmon fishing, and yet in the end send me 
home convinced ‘that no fish taken on a fly or anything 
else can put on a greater show. 

If you think this attitude is contradictory and slightly 
ridiculous wait until you tackle old Salmo salar, the spec- 
tacular jumper of eastern rivers. Wait until you see one 
of these fellows walk on his tail after being hooked. Wait 
until you see one go into the air and actually jump over 
a rock in the stream. Brother, that’s no game for a fel- 
low with a weak heart! In fact, I can think of no species 
of fish that ’ve caught while roaming from the Amazon 
River in Brazil to northern Alaska that can match the 
eastern salmon for dazzling thrills day in and day out. 

I want to warn you about one angle of salmon fishing, 
in case you haven’t fallen for this sport but are thinking 
about taking a whirl at it. If you can’t follow up your 
first trip with others to the fascinating salmon rivers of 
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Canada, ee no circumstances make that num- 
ber one jaunt with your tackle. Reason? You'll be the 
most miserable man on the continent if, after catching a 
few salmon and learning what a game fish it is, you can’t 
_ take a second trip to tangle with this unpredictable fighter. 
_ That’s the way Salmo salar works on you. 

Another trouble ig that salmon fishing is apt to spoil 
you. For example, you go along year after year wading 
a trout stream and have a wonderful time catching some 
nice fish. The sport intrigues and amuses you. And you 
have a high regard for the trout. You fly fish for bass and 
have a circus outwitting these popular and scrappy game 
fish. Or maybe you’re a member of the muskie fishing 
fraternity, convinced that pound for pound there is no 
game fish comparable to a pugnacious muskellunge. Then 
you take up the sailfish or bonefish. Now there are two 
game fish that can really battle and put on a show! At 
last you’ve found what you’ve been looking for—the 
greatest fighting fish that ever gedunked a fin in water. 

I hate to debunk such thinking. No matter how much 
of a hold any species may have on you, brother, you 
haven’t seen anything until you connect with a salmon. 

The pictures of salmon fishing on these pages were 
made on an early spring trip on the Tabusintac River in 
New Brunswick. The party which I joined on this ex- 
pedition hit the Tabusintac shortly after the ice went out, 
so it was snappy weather fishing with gray skies and 
cold winds on some of the days, occasional sunshine, and 
some below freezing weather at night. This was in con- 
trast to my former fishing in June when the sun was

‘Trout’ Fishing in 
Salty Waters 


By Erl Roman 


It has been said, and it probably is true, 
that salt water trout have provided pleas- 
ure and sport for more anglers than any 
other salt water game fish. The reason is 
that these fish are quite plentiful in the 
surf and also in the bays, inlets and 
mouths of rivers reaching down to salt 
water. Their distribution is widespread 
and they will take almost any kind of bait, 
or strike at almost any type of artificial 
lure. 

These highly prized finsters are avail- 
able in inland salt waters and in the surf 
from the northern boundary of Massa- 
chusetts to the southern tip of Florida, 
thence around the coastline of the Gulf 
of Mexico to the Rio Grande. They can 
be taken trolling, still-fishing, spinning, 
or fly, plug and surf casting. In other 
words, they fit into the angling picture 
from every viewpoint. 

Salt water trout are known as sque- 
teague around Massachusetts, and they 
are called weakfish in the area south 
from Massachusetts to and including the 
Delaware Bay. From that point to Flor- 
ida the anglers refer to them as sea trout. 
In Florida and to the Rio Grande they are 
called speckled trout. This difference in 
names causes some amusing instances in 
the south, where tourists from the north 
get into arguments with their fishing 
guides because of it. 

There are two species of salt water 
trout. One is Cynoscion regalis and the 
other is Cynoscion nebulosus. The former, 
regalis, does not have the far southern 
distribution of its cousin, nebulosus. It 
does not occur on the coast of the Gulf 
of Mexico. It is more silvery in color and 
has fewer spots than nebulosus. Also, it 
grows to larger size, with perhaps a 20- 
pound maximum. Nebulosus attains a 
maximum weight of perhaps 16 pounds. 
The average of both fishes is considerably 
less and eight-pounders are considered 
big by anglers lucky enough to catch 
them. 

How they ever got the name of weak- 
fish is a matter for conjecture. It is gen- 
erally supposed that they were so desig- 
nated due to having a weak mouth, the 
jaw of which will pull out if the angler 
is not careful. On the other hand, the 
term weakfish may have come from 
wheatfish, a name they were known by 
in the early days of salt water fishing in 
this country. They received the name, 
wheatfish, because they reached their 
peak in numbers around the then sparsely 
settled areas of New York, New Jersey, 
Massachusetts and Maryland at harvest 
time. 

Call them what you will, however, 
salt water trout are a prime favorite with 
surf casters and bay fishermen wherever 
they are found. They are available the 
year around in Florida and the gulf coast 
states, although they are more plentiful 
in that stretch of territory from October 
to June. They arrive in the northern part 
of their range as early as April and re- 
main until October.

Along the coast of Texas, anglers in 
bathing suits wade into the Gulf of Mex- 
ico until they are out about waist deep. 


They carry cane poles and bait with them — 


and fish for trout in that manner, thus 
getting in two forms of recreation at one 
time, fishing and bathing. In the bays, 
however, Texas anglers troll for salt 
water trout, or still-fish for them from 
piers or sea walls using dead shrimp for 
bait. 

In the bayous of Louisiana, Alabama 
and Mississippi, the favored method is 
still-fishing or drifting with shrimp bait. 
Also, especially in Mississippi, the art of 


popping is practiced. A salt water trout — 


popping rig is made with a length of 
leader wire, a large cork and a hook. A 
piece of leader wire about 10 inches in 
length is run through a cork of about one 
and one-half inch diameter. A loop is 
made in the wire and another piece of

wire attached to it about eight inches in 
length, so that it swings freely. A hook, 
about 2/0 size, is fastened to the end. The 
other end of the wire above the cork is 
attached to a swivel and the line is tied 
to the swivel. 

Popping is usually acomplished with a 
rather long and stiff casting rod and regu- 
lation casting reel. A bait is fastened to 
the hook, generally a whole dead shrimp 
or a chunk of cut mullet and the angler 
makes his cast to a point where he thinks 
the trout may be. He then retrieves the 
bait with a series of quick, jerky motions, 
causing the cork to make a lot of splashes 
and a sort of popping sound. This is an 
especially good method to use when trout 
are in water more than six feet in depth. 


The commotion quickly brings them to ~ 


the surface to see what it’s all about. They 
see the bait, strike at it, and are hooked. 

This method also is used considerably 
in Florida, although the majority of the 
salt water trout fishing in that state is 
accomplished through plug and fly cast- 
ing. In fact, plug and fly casting for salt 
water fishes was comparatively old in 
Florida before it ever was tried out in 
other states. The Dimock brothers, who 
wrote several books about tarpon and 
other Florida fishing, were catching salt 
water gamesters on plugs and flies as far 
back as the early ’80s, and they specifi- 
cally mention that tarpon lend themselves 
to fly fishing better than any other game 
fish, either fresh or salt water. 

All along the Florida east and west

However, surf casting on the Atlantic 
coast is not productive of many trout, 
although occasionally some are caught. 


- The best place along the east coast of 


Florida to cast the surf for salt water 
trout is around Matanzas and Sebastian 
inlets. Quite a number also are taken in 
the surf opposite Cocoa. 


The majority of salt water trout taken 
in the surf in Florida are Cynoscion re- 
galis, and while a check of this condition 
could not be easily made over such a 
large area, it would seem that it applies 
likewise along the entire length of the 
Atlantic coast. Along the coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico, however, Cynoscion 
nebulosus has the field to itself. 


Salt water trout seek the grassy beds 
of the inland salt waters of Florida. 
Formerly, they were found on these beds 
in great numbers, but during the past 
20 years this fishing has fallen off to a 
large extent. Anglers lay the blame for 
this state of affairs on commercial fisher- 
men who drag seines over the grassy 
areas. The commercial fishermen shift 
the blame to polluted waters that become 
even more polluted as the population of 
the state increases. 


Both anglers and commercial men are 
right in their contentions, it would seem. 
Certainly it does lots of harm when seines 
are dragged through grassy areas, catch- 
ing hordes of salt water trout and eventu- 
ally ruining the grassy bottoms. On the 
other hand, the dumping of raw sewage 
into the bays, along with other pollution, 
tends to kill the grass and make un- 
healthful waste areas of what formerly 
were healthy waters and bottoms. This 
condition is particularly noticeable in 
Biscayne bay, where Miami and Miami 
Beach are located, and around Tampa on 
the Florida west coast. 


There is a law on the Florida statute 
books that forbids fishing for salt water 
trout in their spawning season in the 
spring, but it is not enforced. This same 
thing is true with most of the laws re- 
lating to salt water fishing in Florida. 
The State Board of Conservation, charged 
with enforcing these laws, is not ade- 
quately financed to carry on in an effi- 
cient manner, and most anglers say. it 
would not do much better even if it were 
adequately financed. So, pollution of the 
salt waters and law violations go on un- 
checked. 


A great area for salt water trout fishing 
is the waters of Long Island. The game- 
sters show up there in April in small 
numbers. In May, the runs increase, while 
the peak is reached in June and July. 
Anglers continue to take these finsters 
until about the middle of October. Most 
of the fishing for trout in that area is 
accomplished from an anchored boat. 
Shrimp are used as a chum, the guide 
or one of the anglers dropping them back 
one or two at a time, then letting their 
baited hook or metal squid drift back 
into the line of chum. In this kind of 
fishing, usually the angler employing 
shrimp bait has the best of it because the 
metal squid, due to its weight, sinks too 
rapidly. However, there are times when 
the trout follow up the chum line almost

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to the boat and are attracted by the metal 
squid. Then the fishing is really fast and 
furious and the metal squid angler is in 
his glory because he does not have to 
bother about changing bait. 

A considerable number of anglers fish- 
ing the bays and inlets along the north- 
ern range of salt water trout, from Mary- 
land to Massachusetts, now try plug and 
fly casting for these gamesters. Plug 
casters use both the regulation plug cast- 
ing rods and reels, and also the light surf 
casting outfits. Light colored plugs seem 
to produce the best catches, the retrieve 
being started immediately after the plug 
hits the water. In this sort of fishing it is 
best to cast up and across the current. 
Also, it is wise to carry both surface and 
underwater plugs. If one type does not 
produce results, try the other. 

Many anglers follow the practice of 
casting with a metal squid or an eel skin 
squid, and some place a sandworm or a 
bloodworm on the hook. Other angler 
prefer to use a small weakfish jig or 
feather lure. Underwater plugs of the 
clothespin type are very effective. These 
sink quickly and a sharp jerk causes them 
to spring rapidly upward, wiggling as 
they go. This seems to be very attractive 
to salt water trout and they go for these 
lures in a big way. 

Many plug and fly casters let their lures 
drift back with the chum instead of 
casting, the fly rod anglers finding the 
streamer flies better in this kind of fish- 
ing. The streamer fly is allowed to drift 
back about 50 or 60 feet, then it is re- 
trieved with a slow, jerky motion. The 
same retrieve is used in the case of plugs, 
feather jigs, or other artificial lures. 

The Delaware and Chesapeake bays are 
wonderful areas for salt water trout fish- 
ing. The Delaware is supposed to be the 
northern spawning limit of these finsters. 
Anglers by the thousands take advantage 
of the opportunity to go fishing and ac- 
tually catch fish. Usually they fish the 
rocky, deep holes at or adjacent to the 
mouths of rivers entering the bays. 
Shrimp is the favored bait and chumming, 
while practiced at times, is not always 
necessary. Shedder crabs also are in favor 
when baiting for salt water trout in the 
Delaware and Chesapeake bays. 

Surf casters all the way from Massa- 
chusetts to the Carolinas have fine sport 
with salt water trout. At times, it seems 
that every good and available spot along 
the beaches of Long Island and New 
Jersey is taken up with anglers who go 
in for surf casting. Usually the best fish- 
ing areas are adjacent to the inlets, and 
in some of these areas it pays good

This move nearly always is advisable on 
the south bank of the inlet bordering 
Ocean City, N.J., on the north. 

Due to its weak mouth, considerable _ 
care must be exercised in fighting and 
landing salt water trout, regardless of 
the method of angling used in hooking — 
them. Do not attempt to “hoss ’em in,” 
or the mouth is apt to pull out, leaving — 
you with a part of a fish’s jaw instead 
of the whole trout. Salt water trout 
should be netted when near the boat, 
and it is of course practically impossible 
to lift them onto a pier without the use 
of a long handled net or gaff. 

In plug casting and spinning for salt — 
water trout, anglers use the regular tackle 
employed in other fishing, while in fly 
fishing for them the rod usually used is 
about five and one-half ounces in weight ° 
and eight or nine feet in length. Best fly 
line is the torpedo head, which permits 
good casting under windy conditions. A 
good lure to use in connection with spin- 
ning is the double spinner—the spinners 
being somewhat eliptical in shape and one 
spinner placed ahead of the other—with 
a blood or sand worm on the hook. 


BLAZED TRAILS FOR ANGLERS By 
Bert Claflin (Alfred A. Knopf, Inc., $3.50)

Fishing actually blazes two separate trails 
for fishermen. First, it is the old trail 
followed by the author in the past quarter 
of a century in search of good fishing.

What Tent? Here 
Are Some ‘Tips 


By Dan Hedrick 


‘For those who like to camp out, the cloth 
tent is still the best temporary, movable 
sort of shelter. Nothing better has ever 
_ been devised, not even the modern house 


trailer, as nice as they are for some pur- 


poses. Tents come in all sizes, are made 
to fit all pocket books and there is con- 
siderable variety as to shapes, materials 
and workmanship. Because of all these 
differences, some time and careful thought 
should be given to selection so that mis- 
takes are not made. A tent is a tent but 
they do not all serve the same purpose. 

Two primary qualifications govern the 
choice of a tent. These are the number to 
be housed—and how it is to be trans- 
ported. Other considerations are the sea- 
son in which it will be used and the 
region. 

Fifteen square feet of floor space per 
person is barely enough room for a 
ground bed with little left for duffel. If 
cots are to be used, a minimum of twenty- 
one square feet should be provided for 
each occupant and for a small aisle. Gen- 
erally speaking, a tent large enough to 
supply thirty square feet per person is 


the most satisfactory. This will permit: 


the gear to be brought inside during rainy 


* weather and still provide for beds. Bad 


weather requires more time inside and 
that is when a small, crowded tent is at 
a disadvantage. Some daytime room can 
be made by rolling up the beds during 
the day. 

Hikers rarely are able to achieve the 
ideal in a tent and usually must accept 
a compromise by using one of the light- 
weight, crawl-in types. It is still a good 
rule, however, to use as big a tent as your 
transportation permits. 

Where transportation is no problem, as 
in the case of car camping, the heavier, 
bigger tents can be used. An 8x10’ wall 
tent provides lots of room for two people. 
Four can bed down in it without cots, but 
there is more privacy if more tents are 
used. Those whose traveling is confined to 
“shank’s mare” with their home on their 
back can save weight by using small tents 
of light material. Big tents, unfortunately, 
aren’t satisfactory when made of the 
lighter materials, for they won’t stand the 
strains necessary to support them. Small 
tents have the advantage of ‘being easier 
to put up and they stand storms better. 

Some tent shapes have come down 
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through the years. They have proved 
themselves. Such tents .as the wall, the 
baker, and the “A” are in this classifica- 
tion and you can’t go wrong on them if 
they fit your purpose. Usually it’s safest 
te stay away from the experimental or 
unusual models unless they happen to be 
unusual bargains. 


For Fixed Camps 
A fixed camp is one where a tent may 


ie 


be put up for several days as compared 


to shifting camps where the site is 
changed daily.

WALL TENT: For maximum usable 
space with headroom, the wall tent in 
various sizes is a favorite. With a three- 
foot wall, several people can stand in the 
center and this is important for dressing,

moving around and particularly for inside ~ 


living when the weather is bad. The inside 
poles that are the standard means of 
erecting the wall tent, are sometimes a 
problem to carry. If so, they can be jointed 
or a tent secured that has a ridge rope to 
use between two trees, or tapes along the 
ridge to tie to outside poles. Naturally, 
tents requiring poles cut on the site can’t 
be used everywhere. The better makes of 
wall tents, and this should be true for all 
tents not having floors, come with a sod 
cloth. This is a six inch flap sewn to the 
bottom of the wall and tucked inside to 
reduce drafts. A piece of canvas the size 


of the floor can be laid down so that the 


edges cover the sod cloth and you have 
a perfect arrangement. Such a floor has

A wall tent with a fly pitched out in 
front for a kitchen makes an excellent 
arrangement for family camping. 

UMBRELLA TENT: This tent is com- 
monly seen where car campers set up. It 
is justly popular with them because there 

‘is headroom all through it and it is snake 
and insect proof. The canvas floor is sewn 
to the walls. Women like it for these rea- 
sors and because the outside canopy pro- 
vides a place to sit out of the sun or oper- 
ate the gasoline stove out of the rain. The 
center pole with its iron. arms requires a 
car or comparable means of transporta- 
tion. This is one tent for which a pole 
can’t be satisfactorily improvised. 

With mosquito netting or canvas sides 
attached to the canopy an extra room is 
provided. : 

Tents for Shifting Camps 

Those campers who must use a canoe, 
their back, or other limited means for 
carrying their “rag house” will find many 
small and light models from which to 
choose. All have certain advantages but 
all are for the most part of the crawl-in 
variety. Sleeping is done on the ground, 
there is little room for the storage of 
equipment, and the headroom is often just 
sufficient to permit sitting up. These are 
the compromises to save weight and bulk 
and must be put up with. 

“A” OR WEDGE TENT: An excellent 
model of long proved worth. It is an “in- 
between” tent—too heavy for back pack- 
ing but lighter than most wall tents. For 
horse or canoe trips it is just right. Some 
are made with sewn-in floors while others 
have only the sod cloth. It is made for 
outside poles and goes best in a wooded 
country. Two light tie ropes attached mid- 
way of the walls on either side and staked 
out an an angle, will increase the roomi- 
ness. 

BAKER TENT: A shed-like tent with 
closed ends but with one side opening up 
to provide a canopy. Some are shaped 
like an “A” tent while others may have 
considerable wall at the back. Intended 
for use with a wood fire reflector. An 
excellent model for fall when the weather 
isn’t too cold. 

MINER’S TENT: Shaped like a pyra- 
mid, this tent is high enough to stand in. 
One side has overlapping flaps to provide 
a doorway. Unfortunately when the door 
is opened a good portion of the floor is 
exposed to the weather.

Vast numbers of these tents in several 


models are available to the public through 


The “umbrella” tent has proved ideal for 
family camping when an automobile is 
used for transportation 


the surplus stores. Mostly they are built 
for bivouac purposes and Army bivouack- 
ing is rough and primitive. The small 
tents are really small, for feeding was 
done centrally and the soldier carried no 
grub or cooking equipment to be stored. 
However, because of the low prices for 
which these tents are selling and because 
they can be used by outdoorsmen, they 
are worth consideration. 

ARMY WALL TENT: These are of the 


highest quality workmanship. Some of the 
construction features which give longer 
life and more usability to the tent and are 
often skimped in cheaper commercial 
models include double and triple stitch- 
ing, rope ends whipped, re-enforced 


ridge, ample overlap at door flaps, and ~ 


split corners for rolling. The very dark 
color is easy on the eyes when the tent 
is in the sun. Most have been treated to 
be mildew resistant. 

In the approximate 8 x 10 size it is a 
good buy for general use. The pyramidal 
and larger sizes are too bulky and un- 
wieldy for ordinary purposes. 

PUP TENT (World War I): This is not 
much of a tent. It has an open front with 
no provision for closing in. case of rain. 
There is barely enough headroom to sit 
up and it is quite crowded for two people. 
The jointed poles have a tendency to 
stick after being used several times. Mate- 
rial when new is good but it is a poor 
value except as a children’s play tent. 

PUP TENT (World War II): This is an 
improved version of the above and the 
only difference is that a peak has been 
added so that it can be closed when pro- 
tection from the elements is needed. 
Otherwise it has the same disadvantages 
as the earlier model. 

ARMY MOUNTAIN TENT: This is 
something new in the way of a small tent. — 
It is an excellent model with one excep-

tion i.e. it is poorly ventilated and mois- “ao 


ture condenses inside it. The material is 
an extremely lightweight, treated nylon 
properly re-enforced at the seams and 
places of strain with patches of canvas 
and tapes.

Things to Remember in Tent Selection 

If you are uncertain as to whether a 
size will be ample for your use, lay out 
a full-scale floor plan in the living room 
or back yard. What is sold for an 8 x 10 
tent usually does not measure quite that 
large. The 8 x 10 quoted size means that 
the material measured that before some 
of it was used up in sewing the seams. 

Most tents need some sort of ventilators. 
If a tent is a tight one when the door is 
closed, such as the umbrella, be sure that 
it has at least one window. Two are better 


Fire for Winter Camps 


You can sleep in an open tent in 
winter if you choose the Baker or For- 
ester tent which reflects an all-night fire 
heat onto your bed. In addition to this 
a reflector must be built back of the fire 
to throw heat into the tent. You should 
lie to windward of the fire to reflect heat 
and avoid smoke and sparks. Have the 
fire five or six feet from your feet in an 
open place where you can walk around 
and there is no danger of equipment 
catching fire. “An all-night fire should 
have a good back,” says the author of 
“North Country Travel” in the Harvard 
Handbook of Travel.

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Back (Pack) Into Gods Country

MANY OF THE PRIMITIVE AREAS of the National 
Forests of the western states are little known to the 
vast majority of sportsmen—even those who ride 
horseback through them. Parts of them are largely 
unexplored, and inaccessible even with horses, and 
to see them properly, one must travel afoot, back- 
packing food and camping equipment. 

One such region, the Glacier Primitive Area, lies 
in Wyoming’s rugged Washakie National Forest, 
where but a few people have ever ridden horseback 
into, and where if you talk to the right man, per- 
haps an old-timer in the country, you may hear of 
a certain deep, precipitous canyon, where many 
years ago it is related two grizzled trappers descend- 
ed, and afterwards came out with tales of fish and 
wildlife to set the blood-pressure of any outdoors- 
man soaring to new heights. Several years ago, 
Clelland Cole and Russell Walker, who were in the 
area and heard the story, looked down into the 
canyon from above, and vowed to return some day 
and make the descent. Later, enlisting two friends, 
Ray Schulz and Dwight Webster, they made prep- 
arations for the trip. A guide packed them and their 
gear by horseback to a base camp in the area on 

- the shore of a small lake, high on the rim of the 
canyon, where a few days were spent fishing in 
nearby lakes and toughening themselves up. From 
there they backpacked into the canyon where they 
found unsurpassed native trout fishing, wildlife— 
moose, elk, bear, and an idyllic campground on the 

- banks of the Dinwoody River. 


Each man carried a packboard, on which he lashed 
a down sleeping bag and packsack. Camping equip- 
ment such as two small plastic tents and ground 
cloths, food for four days, a small axe, first aid kit, IT’S TIME to rest and Schulz, fully loaded with a 45-pound pack, 
and utensils, were divided among the men. Each man takes time out to enjoy the beautiful scenery 
had a complete fly fishing outfit, including rod in ; 
aluminum case, reel, and the usual complement of 
lines, leaders, flies and small spinners, and Webster 
carried, in addition, a spinning outfit of reel and rod 
and lures. Six cameras, their equipment, and film, 
found their way into the packs, or were carried in 
field cases. Each man packed his own personal 
articles such as extra socks, jacket, toothbrush, etc. 
When fully loaded for the trip dowm into the canyon, 
it was estimated the packs weighed about 45 pounds. 


The food supply was largely composed of such 
items as dried milk and fruits, dehydrated potatoes, 
powdered coffee, pancake flour, brown sugar to be 
used both for syrup and in coffee, a couple pounds 
of bacon, similar foods of little weight and bulk. 
Being optimistic about their fishing ability, they 
counted on fish to provide part of their diet, and 
their optimism was justified. A couple dozen -eggs 
were packed in pound tobacco tins which then 
served as cooking pots, with the addition of wire 
handles. An army mess kit apiece, a light aluminum 
griddle, spatula, and the usual tableware completed 
the cooking equipment. 

The Washakie National Forest lies generally in 
west central Wyoming. U.S. Highway 287 runs along 
the north and east side, and Lader and Dubois are 
the only towns of consequence in the region. To get 
into the forest or primitive areas, it is necessary to go 
afoot or horseback. Guides can be found at a number

~ Duck Boats 
- Are ‘Specialists’ 
‘By Clinton R. Hull 


Every so often someone asks: “Why a 
special duck boat? Why won’t my boat 
_ do as well?” 

_ The answer is that sometimes it will. 
_ It depends upon conditions, the kind of 
boat to which the questioner refers and 
several other “ifs”. As most of us already 
know, there’s no such thing as the perfect 
Soh ll-around boat. This is the age of 
specialists and specialties and the duck 
boat came into being because it filled a 
need not satisfactorily filled by any other 
type of hull, including the old standby, 
_ the flat-bottomed rowboat. 

- True enough, the rowboat and the out- 
board runabout probably officiate at the 
_ beginnings of more duck dinners than 
any other type of water craft, not because 
_ they are always the best for the purpose 
oe but because the fellows have them for 

_ other things and can’t afford two outfits. 
And in many cases they are entirely 
ee Both will almost float on a 
ae, good layer of dew, a feature often neces- 
4 a sary in duck hunting They’re tough 

against abuse and stable underfoot for 

fast and accurate shooting, but in many 

___ states the game wardens take a very dim 

view of gasoline labor savers for your 

Sioat. These states believe that if we 
- erave duck shooting we should be willing 
_to work for it instead of giving the out- 

board starting cord a flip and following 

our fast vanishing flocks into those far 
away places where a few of them may 
otherwise manage to survive. 

When rules like these apply, the run- 
about is figuratively “sunk”. Not many 
of us are rugged enough to attempt any 

very long runabout voyages with bicep 
----—~power, though perhaps one of the new 
foot operated propeller units now on the 
+ market might push the lighter models a 
Jong way.. Another place where the run- 
_about is at a distinct disadvantage is in 
“marsh land, heavy brush and tule 
growths, where it must be poled or 
paddled for Jong distances and maneu- 
vered in tight corners. Its wide beam and 
square stern simply aren’t built for such 
going, and while the V bottom provides 

soft riding under power, it also acts as a 
rudder at any other time, stubbornly 
resisting any course except straight 
ahead. And if there’s a stiff wind blow- 
ing, as is often the case on good hunting 
days, the larger runabouts without motor 
power are about as manageable as a

captive balloon—and almost as visible 
to the sharp eyed quackers. 

The flat-bottomed rowboat, of course, 
is still in the running insofar as rowing, 
poling, and to a limited extent paddling 
or sculling, is concerned. Its wind re- 
sistance and visibility aren’t too bad and 
it has no V to resist a change of course, 
but the broad beam, square-stern models 
still have the runabout’s trouble in close 
quarters, and where distances are too 
great for rowing and the boat must be 
transported by car, then man-handled 
overland to the hunting grounds, all but 
the lightest become serious problems. 

Even in those states where motors are 
permitted the hunting boat is often su- 
perior to either the runabout or rowboat. 
Those designed for rough water are still 
light enough for portaging, “skinny” 
enough for narrow places, fast with 
paddles or oars, easily poled—forward or 
backward—and either the double-enders 
with canoe brackets, or the square- 
sterners, powered by the smallest out- 
boards, make excellent speed and require 
very small quantities of fuel. Items not 
to be lightly ignored when everything 
must be hauled piggy-back. 

But even the hunting boats themselves 
are “specialized” into various designs, 
materials and types of construction with 
each one brought about by a special need. 
For sheltered waters of shallow depth, 
the main requisite is that of light draft 
and high stability, with little necessity 
for either decking or high coaming, both 
of which require more material and time 
and therefore raise the selling price of 


‘the boat. 


For such places a straight-lined, flat- 
bottom, double-ender of plywood, canvas, 


metal, or thin planking is fine for pad-. 


dling or poling through tules and brush. 
The scow type, with rocker bottom and 
the beam carried well up into the ends,

The rough water boats are usually 
more expensive to buy and considerably 
more difficult to build and may require 
a bit more water to float them, but they 
are desinged to rise easily and handle © 
well in a chop and to remain dry and — 

safe in foul weather. 

They are nearly always decked over, 
with varying coaming heights and under- 
water lines ranging from the true canoe, 
or kayak, to a combination V and round © 
bottom. They may be either double-— 
enders or square stern and may be — 
planked, canvas, molded plywood, plastic, _ 
metal, or canvas covered planking, of — 
carvel (smooth) or lap-streak (clinker- 
built) construction. Folding models may ~ 
also be made by making each half a 
complete boat in itself and joining the two 
transoms by means of clamps or brackets, 
while several of the all canvas, collapsible 
boats package quickly for carrying in the — 
ear trunk or plane. 

In selecting a boat for hunting keep in 
mind that it may also be used for fishing, 
and many times for the same reasons. 
“Hunters” are ideal for river float fishing — 
and shoreline fly-casting or bass plugging 
because of their lightness and handing 
ease—in or out of the water. 

They can get into and out of difficult 
spots without trouble and have less free- 
board to catch wind and cause drifting, — 
but be sure the cock-pit of the boat you — 
buy is large enough to move about in and 
to handle either guns or rods. Square- 
sterns give a bit more stability than — 
double-enders and are faster with a 
motor, but are not so good for paddle use. 

If you live in a dry climate, or intend 
to transport the boat for long distances 
car-top, make sure it is of a type which 
will not open its seams badly in the sun. 
Planked and lap-streak hunting craft, 
except cemented marine plywood, are not 
usually designed for this use and may 
develop several leaks, especially after 
having once been thoroughly soaked and 
swelled. Canvas, canvas covered, plastic 
and plywood, either panel (flat sheet), 
or molded, make good car-toppers and 
dry climate boats and with reasonable — 
care will last a lot of years. 4 

The metal hulls are light and unaffected — 
by any weather, but are inclined to Pe | 
noisy unless great care is taken when in ~ 
use. However, they are highly resistant — 
to puncture, abrasions and damage re | 
thin ice—which will quickly cut through 4 
canvas, plywood, or planking unless these 2 
materials are shielded with copper or i 
other metals. * 

Weight too is of vital importance. Some — 
of the magnesium canoes and “hunters” 
run as low as 35 to 40 pounds, collapsible ¢ || 
canvas from 55 to 135 (the larger sizes — 
in two packages), strip-plank, 55 to 100 — 
and light-weight canvas covered canoes :

Be sure before buying or building a higher than the stern with one aboar me 


hunting boat that it is safe for the waters 
in which it will be used. If at all possible 
talk with some of the fellows who are 
familiar with the locality and learn which 
boats are most used—and why. It’s not 
only poor economy, but very disappoint- 
ing to learn, too late, that your boat is 
unsuited to the conditions. And if there 
is much danger from under-water stubs, 
rocks and logs, choose your hunter ac- 
cordingly. This doesn’t mean arbitrary 
exclusion of the canvas and canvas 
covered boats. Actually, due to the plank- 
ing behind the canvas covered and the 
resiliency of the canvas hulls, they are 
much tougher than you would believe 
and punctures are easily repaired, but 
they should be kept in good condition and 
protected as much as possible. 
Remember, too, that these small craft, 
particularly the kayaks, canoes and those 
of narrow beam employing the kayak

and canoe bottom lines, are somewhat 
tricky for the novice. That once you learn 
how to balance and handle them they are 
unusually safe and seaworthy, but that 
a hunting trip is not the proper place to 
make the study. Too much valuable 
equipment may be lost—or even more 
serious consequences suffered in icy 
water. It’s much better to get used to 
them in warm weather. 

Be careful when entering or leaving 
these boats to keep your weight in the 
center, not necessarily from end to end, 
but from side to side and not too near 
the ends. Don’t lean too far over the 
gunwales or shift your weight too sud- 
denly. And learn to counter-balance your 
partner’s movements. Remember that a 
single paddle steadies a canoe or kayak 
a great deal and that two paddles are 
much better; that seats and duffel should 
be kept low and that if for any reason 
you should fall. overboard or capsize, 
the boat may usually be righted and you 
may climb aboard again—over the ends. 
Never over the gunwales. Never sit so 
far-aft or forward that the opposite end 
of the craft is out of water. They become 
very unstable and hard to steer. The best 
position is with the bow just slightly- 


level with two.

over and wider beam models; paddles for 
the canoe types. The double blade kayak 
paddles permit great speed and are real 
balancing aids for very narrow hunters, 
but are not too satisfactory on those of 
wider beam. 


Every poling expert has his own ideas 


as to length, weight and method. All three 
are governed by conditions and depths. 
But in many places poling is important 
and certainly is less noticeable to game 
than the flash of paddles or wide swinging 
oars. Since most of my hunting has been 
in deep water country I lay no. claim 
to being an expert in the art, but I prefer 
to work from a sitting position in order 
to be nearer my “shootin’ iron”. 

T’ll admit though, there are times when 
standing improves visibility. For this 
reason I like a pair of poles about eight 
feet in length; of light, springy, but strong 
wood—or the butt of a cane “fishin’ pole”. 
The lower ends should be sheathed or 
wire wrapped to prevent splintering and 
clips should be installed on the boat so 
the poles may be disposed of quickly 
when the fun begins. I’ve also found that 
weighting the lower end helps to keep 
them on the bottom in deep water when 
poling with one hand. I’ve even used both 
poles, one in each hand, when hunting 
alone; but with weighted poles a bit of 
chalk-line from the gunwale may save 
losing one of them. 

Now a word as to the care of your 
hunting craft. Not all types require the 
same treatment. The magnesium and 
aluminum metals need no paint unless 
used in salt water. In this case they 
should be kept well painted and should 
be washed down with fresh water after 
each trip. Plastics may or may not need - 
paint for appearances, though most of 
them are unaffected by water or the 
elements. me parts of course require 
paint or varhish. 

Of the other materials, Mr. R. D. 
Stouffer of the Shell Lake Boat Com- 
pany has this to say: 

“Different types of hunting boats re- 
quire different methods of care. An all 
wood boat of clinker or strip type con- 
struction should be left in the water or 
a good damp boat house during the period 
of the year it is used, to prevent it from 
drying out and leaking. They should be 
given a coat of thin marine paint, both 
inside and outside, once a year. 

“Canvas covered boats should be re- 
moved from the water and stored in a 
dry place when not in use and great care 
should be exercised in removing all 
moisture from the inside of canvas cov- 
ered boats each day after they have been 
used. This will prevent decay of both 
wood in the hull and the canvas covering. 
The inside of canvas covered boats may 
be painted each year, but the outside and 
the canvas should be painted only when 
absolutely necessary. Too many coats of 
paint on the outside of canvas will cause 
the entire paint film to crack or alligator, 
and allow water to penetrate the canvas 
and rot it out.” 

It’s excellent advice from an authority 
on the subject and if followed will keep 
your boat in ready-to-go condition for a 
long time to come. Good hunting.

BALLOON BOATING 
THE YELLOWSTONE

THIS BRIDGE spanning the Yellowstone River in the park 
is a popular fishing spot, but Willard and Rex wanted the 
wide open spaces.

so quickly. All of us here at Outdoorsman have 

- gotten in some licks at fishing, tested new products 

for fishing, hunting, camping and other sports. We’ve 
watched old Mother Nature and her moods as they 
affect the hatch of game birds in many states, read 
bulletins from field biologists who have been flying 

_ planes to check waterfowl populations in certain areas, 

and also have spent countless hours watching the toll 

_ taken by mortalities that annually cut down the num- 

ber of birds available each fall for the sport of hunt- 
ing. 

_ And don’t think that we here in Chicago haven’t

should be doing to combat the adverse effects of the 

Y __ steady march of civilization on our wildlife resources. 

, _ Instead of march I might say “impact” for everywhere 

os fe (even in your neighborhood) you can see the impact 

et of civilization on the outdoors. 

You and I may be immediately concerned with a 
ve cover improvement project that wouldn’t exist unless 
there was intensive land use. Or maybe we’re wor- 
ried about the way the land is being posted in our 

favorite quail country. Or it can be a great big ditch 

* that’s going through an age old marsh that the ducks 

oe : frequent. And all too often it’s something we don’t 

—_~_-See at first—the farmer’s long reach for more land, 

aoe too, on which to grow wheat supported by govern- 
ment money which you and I furnish in taxes. Even 
duck shooting limits gef into the picture. 

All of these factors come under the heading of what 

John Baker of the Audubon Society calls “the rising 

_ pressure of civilization itself on the wilderness”. 

' Let’s you and I change his phrasing just a little and 
call it the rising pressure on our wildlife resources for 
there isn’t a tremendous acreage of true wilder- 
ness left, in our country. Baker lists flood control, 
lumbering, grazing, and drainage projects, power lines, 
chemical pollution, and other signs of civilization as 
the big threats on the outdoor horizon. Okay, they 
are big, greedy, destructive giants that affect all of 
us who like to fish, hunt, camp, hike, study birds or 
paddle a canoe. The list of things that can be included 
under impact or pressure on the wildlife of America 

5 can be extended indefinitely. You don’t need that list- 

: ing. You can compile your own in your state or 

county. 

The “rising pressure of civilization” isn’t going to 
be taken sitting down by*the editors of this magazine. 
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‘Rising Pressure of Civilization’ 
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- Serious Threat To Wildlife Resources 


But we need your help to spread the word of what 
must be done to perpetuate our wildlife resources, and 
at the same time present an intelligent and aggressive 
front to get proper land uses in this country. 

Ira N. Gabielson of the Wildlife Management Insti- 
tute hit the nail on the head when he said that “in 
relatively thinly populated America, we apparently 
must urge the landowner to attempt to destroy every- 
thing that interferes with the maximum dollars and 
cents production of each land unit”. 
if it wouldn’t be a good idea to have this sentence 
framed and hung in the headquarters of every rod and 
gun and conservation organization from coast to coast. 
What do you.think? Wouldn’t it be a good reminder 
to all of us that the policy in this country seems to call 
for the development of every darned inch of soil to 
get every buck available with little thought about the 
future? 

Let us never forget that agriculture today affects so 
many millions of acres of ground and increased agri- 
cultural development has caused innumerable prob- 
lems. affecting the current numbers of birds and 
mammals and their future. This is true in Canada 
where Ducks Unlimited is workitig to maintain valu- 
able areas where waterfowl can nest undisturbed by 
agriculture. It’s true in the quail country. It’s true in 
the Dakotas (as Bill Miller, the biologist, reports) 
where the plow and the wheat crops continue to take 
over the natural habitat of upland game. I’ll wager 
it’s true just a few miles from your home. And I know 
it’s true in my home state because I’ve just read about 
the effects of bad land use, erosion, and clean farming 
in the quail country. 

The sad part of this whole picture (marching tide 
of civilization, agricultural practices, etc.) is that we 
can have by cooperation, sound planning and deeper 
appreciation of soil uses, both mighty good crops and 
wildlife. 

All of us here in the-office hope you'll note our new 
dress which makes for easier reading, and watch for 
the special articles featuring the “how” angle in your 
sport which are coming in future issues. And we’re 
going to keep hammering away at the factors in the 
outdoor world that adversely affect the sports all of us 
like so much. Be seeing you again along toward the 
holiday season. 
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
